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Rubies and the Destiny of Poland. 





F Yatdinansy rice precious stones have al- 
ways been eagerly sought by persons 
of means, and although collectors will often 
go to the far corners of the earth to get 
them, it is seldom since the Middle Ages 
that a gem really enters into the politics 
of a nation, 

In the latter part of the 18th century 
there was probably not a ruler in all Eu- 
rope more ambitious for political and social 
success, and the glitter that goes with it, 
than Catherine II. of Russia. Her influence 
in the policies of Russia was keenly felt 
vears before she usurped the throne in 
July, 1762, and with a master hand she 
caused and directed many of the quarrels 
among the nobility, with one object in 
view—power. 

To strengthen her own position she often 
indirectly caused quarrels, then would later 
intervene, to weaken some faction which 
had been opposed to her, supporting some 
other in order to strengthen her own ain- 
bitious ideas of conquest, and on one oc- 
casion she used the ruby to gain the sup- 
port of Maria Theresa of Austria. 

In 1762 Peter succeeded to the throne of 
Russia, and the policy of the governinent 
in certain matters was changed to conform 
to that of Frederick the Great of Prussia, 
hut a shore time after, when Peter was as- 
sassinated the agreement between the two 
mations was terminated. 

The shrewd Catherine, who was then 
Empress, saw that the termination of the 
agreement weakened her hand, and as she 
had designs upon Poland, the support of 
Frederick would be of great value to her, 
but she could get that better through the 
influence of Maria Theresa over Frederick 
than in any other way. 

Maria Theresa, who was very fond of 
gems, and decidedly partial to rubies, had 
long been in search of exceptionally fine 
specimens, and had determined to use the 
best she could get in the crown. Her eager- 
ness amounted to almost a passion, and she 
often paid for gems prices out of all pro- 
portion to their real value. 

Seeing in this craze of Maria’s an oppor- 
tunity, Catherine also interested herself in 
the collection of rubies, and, in consequence, 
a friendly but keen rivalry arose between 
the two rulers for the possession of the 
finest specimens. As Catherine was by far 
the richer, she usually secured the best in 
the land. 

She had long contemplated the partition 
of Poland, and if she could secure the co- 
operation cf Frederick, she would gain her 
desired object, but to do this she had first 
to enlist the services of Maria, and this 
latter, it was her plan to accomplish bv 
offering her fine rubies. 

During the Russian trouble with Turkey 
in 1770, Catherine learned that the com- 


mander of the Turkish fleet had in his pos- 
session a rare old sword, the hilt of which 
was adorned with several large Burma 
rubies, the largest of which had a tragic 
and romantic history, and at the time was 
considered one of the largest and finest in 
the world. 

So when Orloff went to give battle to the 
Turk, uppermost in his mind was the ruby 
sword, he being assured by Catherine that 
if he would bring it to her he would be 
well rewarded. It is a matter of history 
that the Turks went down in defeat at Sico, 
and among the fruits of victory was the 
famous old sword, which pleased the Rus- 
sian as much as the victory itself, remem- 
bering the promise of the Empress. 

Having *at last possession of the prize, 
Catherine still did not have enough, and 
she persisted in offering large sums for 
rubies until it seemed as if none would sat- 
isfy her but the very jewels of the King 
of Burma. But the time grew ripe for the 
partition of Poland, and, having no card to 
play which could boast of the strength of 
her rubies, she offered Maria her entire 
collection, including the famous sword, if 
she could induce Frederick to unite with 
herself and Maria in the division of old 
Poland. 

Whether the Austrian would have en- 
tered into the agreement without the ruby 
bribe, is a question, but the fact is she was 
willing to give most anything within the 
boundaries of Austria for such a collection 
of gems. Finally the compact was made 
and Frederick became a party to the trio 
which split up poor old Poland, each of the 
three taking a generous slice of territory. 

The large ruby in the sword hilt was once 
in the crown of Aurangzeb, who in 1658 
secured the throne of India by treachery. 
After his death, in 1707, it was repeatedly 
stolen, bargained for and sold, and the 
possession of it was regarded as a protec- 
tion against disease, but India lost it for- 
ever shortly after the death of Aurangzeb, 
and, strange to say, it next turned up as the 
property of Charles XII. of Sweden 1n 1711, 
when that country was at war with Russia; 
Charles secured the support of the Turks 
and Russia met defeat, and it is quite prob- 
able that in appreciation of his services, 
Charles presented it to the Turkish com- 
tnander, which might account for its pres- 
ence in Turkey at the time of Orloff’s vic- 
tory. What eventually became of the gem 
is unknown, certainly it is-not among the 
Austrian crown jewels, though some claim 
that it fell into the hands of the French 
when at war with Austria in 1805, and that 
it was among the exhibits in Paris in 1878.

HE handsome epergne or centerpiece 
for a table, illustrated on the front 
cover, formerly belonged to Prince Charles 
of Lorraine, brother-in-law of Empress 
Maria Theresa, and was bequeathed to the 
treasury of the Hapsburg house by Em- 
peror Joseph II., whom the prince had ap- 
pointed as his universal heir. In the cen- 
ter it is surmounted by a bouquet of flow- 
ers of Sévres china, placed in a basket of 
fine openwork, while under the basket is a 
group of Chinese porcelain. The cande- 
labra belonging to this centerpiece are 
placed behind it, and other objects that go 
with it, such as spoons, knives and forks, 
salt cellars, etc., which are all of gold, are 
stowed away in drawers. 

Some claim that this centerpiece was 
originally made for Emperor Francis I. by 
Wurth & Schmalecker in Vienna, but 
others credit the above as the origin. 








The Production of Zircon. 





CCORDING to the United States Geo- 
logical survey, there was a produc- 
tion of about 2,000 pounds of zircon, valued 
at $250, from the Jones mine, near Zirconia, 
N. C., operated by M. C. and C. F. Toms. 
Of this output of zircon at the mine of 
C. H. Hackney, of La Harpe, Kans., in 
the Wichita Mountains, obtained during 
prospecting, none was placed on the mar- 
ket. 


Desk fittings are frequently costly and ar- 
tistic, says a recent report from the French 
capital; for instance, a paper knife with a 
clear crystal blade, the handle of silver gilt 
in a Japanese pattern sculptured in high 
relief. The paper rack, the blotter, the 
penholder, and the corners of the blotter 
are sometimes of greenish onyx bound in 
dead gold ciselé, while the inkwell is a 
vertiable chef d’auvre of massive onyx 
topped by a figure of Napoleon in gilt. A 
more unobtrusive inkstand*is a barrel of 
clear glass silver bound, while on top stands 
defiant a mastif of silver. Desk clocks 
show novel designs, great globular watches 
with dials of enamel and with silver or gilt 
numerals hang from a crescent in metal. 
Another is suspended from a silver lamp- 
post. Rather heavy are larger clocks of 
obelisk shape expressed in yellow or green- 
ish marble, gold trimmed, and with the 
dial near the top. More trivial are clocks 
to suit the taste of those fond of outdoor 
sports, silver-gilt tennis nets with in one 
side a small clock, while the balls and 
racquets are set about it. A horseshoe sur- 
rounding a crystal dial is also seen, while 
the implements for golf and polo also do 
duty as clock trimmings.

A N attempt seems to have been made at 
this period to erect some skyscrapers 
five and even six stories high, but in view 
of the fact that the insurance companies re- 
fused the risks except at extra rates, some 
20 houses in the neighborhood of Maiden 
Lane were reduced to four stories so as to 
increase the income to their owners by 
diminishing the rate of insurance 

The lure of old memories and venerable 
landmarks is ever an active force in spur- 
ring on those gifted in the art of recount- 
ing anecdotes to gather and repeat them 
to a younger generation. An interesting 
and industrious member of this class was 
John F. Watson, a member of various his- 
torical societies, who, in 1843, published a 
collection of memoirs and incidents relat- 
ing to old New York. 

Speaking of Maiden Lane about the year 
1843, our author observes that he found it 
greatly altered for the better. “Formerly,” 
he remarks, “it was much lower; near its 
junction with Pearl St. it was much nar- 
rower, and had no separate pavement, its 
gutter running down the middle of the 
street. * * * In Pearl St., below Maiden 
Lane, I have seen proof positive of the 
primitive river margin there; several of 
the cellars, and shallow ones, too, had 
water in them from that original cause.” 

Contemplating the Astor House, new in 
those days, Mr. Watson confesses that “the 
great mammoth hotel of Mr. Astor” was 
not to his taste. “It has the somber gran- 
ite, heavy walls and little unadorned win- 
dows of a prison. There is in it the mani- 
fest strain of ornament, and it much needs 
lightness of carpenter work or contrasted 
white marble to relieve and adorn its 
heavy, clumsy, massive walls. It possesses 
no columns like Lafayette Pl. or airy ven- 
tilators to show off its inmates, or ade- 
quate means to let them look out on the 
passing people. It has but one massive 
center door, and when one sees the in- 
mates going in and that door closing upon 
them, one instinctively feels inclined to 
say ‘Farewell,’ as though one should not 
expect to see their escape in case of an 
interna] fire.” 

Turning his attention to old customs, 
matters of dress and personal belongings, 
Mr. Watson records some interesting ob- 
servations. “Even spectacles, permanently 
useful as they are,’ he remarks, “have 
been subjected to the caprice of fashion. 
Now they are occasionally seen of gold— 

thing I never saw in my youth; neither 
did I ever see one young man with spec- 
tacles—now so numerous. A purblind or 
alf-sighted youth then deemed it his posi-

tive disparagement to be so_ regarded. 
Such would have rather run against a street 
post six times a day than have been seen 
with them. Indeed, in early olden times 
they had not the art of using temple spec- 
tacles. In early years the only spectacles 
ever used were called ‘bridge spectacles,’ 
without any side supporters, and held on

No story of old days is complete, it 
would seem, without a reference to haunt- 
ed houses and ghosts. At one time in the 
uncertain past Maiden Lane, according to 
a venerable legend recalled by Mr. Watson, 
was honored by an apparition vividly char- 
acterized as “the screeching woman.” She 
was described as “a very tall figure of mas-

the nose solely by nipping the bridge of 
the nose.” 

Respecting pocket timepieces, our author 
relates that “in the old time shagreen-cased 
watches, and turtle shell and _ pinchbeck, 
were the earliest kind seen; but watches 
of any kind were much more rare then. 
When they began to come into use, they 
were so far deemed a matter of pride and 
show that men are living who have heard 
public Friends express their concern at 
seeing their youth in the show of watches 
or watch chains. It was so rare to find 
watches in common use that it was quite 
an annoyance at the watchmaker’s to be so 
repeatedly called on by street passengers 
for the hour of the day. Gold chains would 
have been a wonder then; silver and steel 
chains and seals were the mode, and re- 
garded good enough. The. best gentlemen 
of the country were content with silver 
watches, although gold ones were occa- 
sionally used. Gold watches for ladies was 
as rare an occurrence, and, when worn, 
were kept without display for domestic use.”

culine dimensions, who used to appear in 
flowing mantle of pure white at midnight 
and stroll down Maiden Lane.” Of course, 
she excited great consternation and in- 
spired general fear. A certain citizen, “an 
honest praying man,” thinking that he was 
immune from fright and having occasion 
to pass near Maiden Lane at night, strutted 
boldly through the haunted street. Sud- 
denly hasty footsteps sounding behind him, 
he turned, and, beholding a ghastly white 
spectre, his courage instantly forsook him, 
and he ran with all speed to his home, a 
quarter of a mile away. The ghost’s tri- 
umphant career continued for some time, 
but came to an ignominious ead one fatal 
night. On this occasion a certain captain 
of the British navy, being determined to 
solve the mystery, paced up ard down the 
haunted locality. For a while nothing hap- 
pened; but suddenly the dreaded sprite 
swept up behind him, evidently bent on its 
1sual mission of inspiring terror. The 
doughty captain, however, being prepared 
and not in the least frightened, whipped out 
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a club and soundly belabored the appari- 
tion, which turned out to be “a crafty man 
bent on fun and mischief.” Thus was 
Maiden Lane happily and for all time rid 
of its ghost. 

Taking a long view backward and stir- 
ring up his memory of old days, Mr. Wat- 
son contemplates New York as it once was 
and draws a comparison. Gazing at the 
city in 1843, he finds it impossible to avoid 
spontaneous emotions of surprise and won- 
der at every change of place and point of 
observance. “Looking back to the period 
of 1800,” he remarks, “and remembering 
things as they were and seeing men and 
things as now, we cannot but notice the 
-ontrast of state and character. From a 
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1846—SOUTHWEST CORNER 
moderately sized city she has become great, 
overrunning and effacing all former metes 
and bounds. Houses such as once contented 
their former owners in size and finish are 
now all supplanted by large and mAagnifi- 
cent mansions. Streets which were once 
narrow, crooked and noiseless, are now 
straightened, widened and surcharged with 
clattering vehicles. 

“Public buildings which were formerly 
large and good enough are now super- 
seded by stately edifices. The quiet and 
social happiness of the former population 
are overwhelmed by an excitable, bustling 
race. Grandeur and magnificence are seen 
everywhere, crushing and overwhelming 
the vestiges of the past. With all these 
changes comes the increase of troubles and 
perplexities in the city police and munici- 
pal government, superinduced by the oner- 
ous increase of irregular inhabitants. 

“Merchants and business men hurry and 
drive faster and allow themselves to be 
driven far faster than their temperate fore- 
fathers. Everything seems the product of 
high steam pressure and power. Excite- 
ment and emotion seem stamped on many 
visages. Wall St. seems an active hive of 
anxious operators. Refinement and splen- 
dor abound, while repose and comfort seem 
pressed aside. 

“Too many are bound on constant ag- 
grandizement and expense, themselves to 
suffer its trials—trials of which they too 
often fail and quit the scene, to be filled

by others fully as ambitious to take their 
places. Foreigners crowd in and fill up all 
vacancies, bringing with them foreign hab- 
its, prepossessions and morals. Young men 
in the upper class, as they regard them- 
selves, are more prodigal and profuse in 
their expenses and habits, and their corre- 
sponding young ladies are found their 
rivals in magnificence of dress and street 
display. How greatly have all articles of 
furniture and equipage altered—what nu- 
merous artificial wants are newly created— 
how many indulgences and_ refinements 
which never entered the heads of their 
graver forefathers!” 

These were the observations of a philos- 
opher 70 years ago. It would be interest-

ing to know the reflections that would pass 
through his mind were he to wander to-day 
through the thoroughfares with which he 
was familiar and see the public buildings, 
magnificent mansions, the grandeur and the 
bustle, the refinement and the splendor, the 
habits, prepossessions and morals of the 
metropolis as we view them in the year of 
our Lord, 1919.

Artistic Group Typifying Bijouterie, Jewelry 
and Goldsmithing. 





Nani the exhibits of the French jew- 

elers and goldsmiths at Brussels the 
unique piece, illustrated herewith, attracted 
a great deal of attention. It is one of the 
best specimens produced in which art has 
been skilfully allied with the practical side. 
A very remarkable object, it is a_ testi- 
monial presented to M. Louis Aucoc when 
he relinquished the presidency of the 
Chambre Syndicale at Paris. 

Bijouterie, jewelry and goldsmithing are 
represented by three female figures, each 
bearing profssional symbols and surround- 
ing a column of lapis. 

To distinguish the traditional character 
of these three arts, which have so many 
points of contact and of understanding, 
Bijouterie was made to recall reminiscences 
of antiquity, goldsmithing those of the 
renaissance, and jewelry those of the 18th 
century. The work itself is indicative ot 
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the contemporary period. Bijouterie, in its 
antique nudity, has little for vestments be- 
yond jewels, diadem, girdle and bracelets. 

Jewelry, lightly draped, in the style of 
figures of the 18th century, is shown em- 
bracing her sister, Bijouterie, the left hand 
holding a comb and a pendant. Goldsmith- 
ing, clothed in a _ renaissance mantle, 
adorned with rich embroideries, holds in 
one hand a censer and in the other a 
dish, emblematic of secular and ecclesias- 
tical goldsmithing. 

On the capital of the column a semi- 
sphere of hard stone, encircled by a ring in

enamel, ornamented with laurel wreaths 
supporting roses, spiritedly perches the 


French cock, holding in his beak a fine 
pearl and with a laurel branch between his 
feet. This Gallic rooster is at the same 
time a personification of the name of the 
recipient, for it is a cock that has served 
as the master mark and as the expressive 
arms of generations of Aucocs, who have 
followed one another for more than a cen- 
tury as jewelers. 

Attached to the capitol are two enameled 
shields; on one are the arms of the cor- 
poration, on the other the dedication, word- 
ed as follows: 

To LOUIS AUCOC, 
Honorary President of the Syndical Chamber of 
Bijouterie, Jewelry and Goldsmithing.

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“THE LURE OF THE ANTIQUE.”” By Watter A. Dyer. 
A reference book for collectors. Illustrated with 
159 half-tone engravings. Octavo, 488 pp., cloth. 
Published by the Century Co., New York. Price, 
$2.40. 
NOTHER useful work on connois- 
seurship is off the press. ‘The title 
page tells of its “being a book of ready 
reference for collectors of old furniture, 
china, mirrors, candlesticks, silverware, 
pewter, glass ware, copper utensils, clocks 
and other household furnishings of our 
American forefathers, and a handy guide 
for the determination of age, style, maker, 
genuineness and value.” A wide range of 
subjects for so small a volume. And it is 
all that there is claimed for it—in little, 
meaty morsels, of course—but useful mat- 
ter on all those subjects is to be found in 
its pages interestingly disp!ayed, both as to 
text and illustration. Remember, this is 
not an American edition of an English 
work, as has been the case so frequently 
with volumes on the “minor arts.” This 
is an American work, written by an Amer- 
ican for Americans on articles de vertu 
discoverable by the collector in tuese 
United States; in fact, a share of the space 
is devoted to American-made ancients. 

No Mr. Sobersides could advise his au- 
dience more coolly against enthusiasm in 
collecting. He has ‘not much sympathy 
with pieces of antiquity he cannot use. His 
old chair must be to sit upon—only an- 
tique instead of modern. So there is not 
much of the /ure about it in his calcula 
tion. This is his strain: 

“Take old furniture, for example. If I 
were a collector I might say that 
antiques existed for their own sake, to be 
treasured and admired. But I do not be- 
lieve that. I believe that antique furniture 
may be made to serve a distinct purpose 
in the modern home. . . . Let it be 
strong, useful and beautiful. The 
only antiques I would give house-room to 
are those which I can use every day. 
Can you imagine a more beautiful recep- 
tacle for a bouquet of roses than a Wedg- 
wood vase?” 

Some clever enlightenment is afforded 
here on antique furniture (chairs, tables, 
sideboards, hedsteads, etc.). Jewelers, how- 
ever, are not interested in that line of en- 
deavor. But old clocks; that subject will 
reach the hearts of some of our readers. 
While the collecting public and the lover 
of old furniture generally knows more 
about Chippendale, Adam, Heppelwhite, 
Sheraton, Ince, Mayhew and Manwaring 
than the jeweler, the reverse should be the 
case with old clocks, of which he shou!d 
be able to inform the public. On that topic 
he should give his customers the time of 
their lives. Suppose he matches his antique 


horological research in clock-case lore with 
Mr. Dyer’s, as displayed in pages 118 to 
147. The dealer in jewelry should be at 


_Yankee 
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home here, or quickly make himself at 
home, for such works as this make antique 
clock purchasers, and their purse-strings 
are ‘oose for the specimen you can get him 


or her interested in. Cases, not works, are 
here discussed. Bird-cage, lantern, bed- 
post styles as found in our old American 
residences ; sheepshead, grandfather's, 
“Cartel,” banjo. What a fine variety. The 
author declines to believe that Chippendale 
ever made any clock-cases, though his de- 
sign book gives several styles 
clock and its makers, we have 
here mention of Terry, Harrison, Burnap, 
Seth Thomas, Hoadley, Ives, Jerome, Wil- 
lards, ete. 

The author’s instructions and illustrations 
of “American” old-blue Staffordshire 
should be of much aid to the amateur col- 
lector. It is a good addition to Mrs. 
Earle’s work, and the two together should 
do much to make collecting interesting and 
profitable, for there is still quite a quantity 
of this ware lying in unsuspected American 
country homesteads. 

Mr. Dyer’s sino-Lowestoft argument is 
an amusing one: “Since, therefore, we 
have only one kind in America, why not 
call it simply Lowestoft? Why give it an 
ambiguous name like Canton, or Oriental, 
or East India, or be so painfully exact as 
to use the terms Canton-Lowestoft or Chi- 
nese Lowestoft? The name Lowestoft miy 
have been based on a misapprehension, but 
it has become historic, and to change it 
savors too much of the unromantic icono- 
clasm of spelling reform. What if our 
Lowestoft never saw the town of that 
name? So much the worse for the town. 
And to call it an Occidental-Oriental mon 
grel is a libel.” If pseudo-Lowestoft is to 
retain the name of a town foreign to its 
provenance, what name are connoisseurs 
to give to the veritable Lowestoft, the ware 
acknowledged to have been made at that 
seaport? 

The author’s attacks on what he con- 
siders as the underserving allurements of 
most forms of “collecting” break down ab- 
solutely when he faces the lovely sheen of 
old silver. He shows himself the devo‘ed 
disciple. Here he does good missionary 
work with such phrases as: “There are 
certain elements in the collecting of old 
silver, however, which differentiate it from 
all other forms of collecting. Old silver is 
intrinsically valuable for’ its metal alone, 
and intrinsically beautiful in its workman- 
ship. Furthermore, the collecting of old 
silver, because of the system of hallmarks, 
. may be reduced more nearly to 
an exact science than any other form of 
collecting. In old furniture we look for 
style, age and material ; in old-blue 
china the salient points are maker and pic- 
torial subject; in silver we seek for the 
year of manufacture, style and _ history, 


As for the* 
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but, above all, for the individual beauty 
and usefulness of the piece. The value of 
old silver is real value. The collection of 
old silver has been widespread for many 
years, but its popularity is increasing rap- 
idly and, whether as a fad or a serious 
business, it is yearly gaining devotees who 
cannot be appealed to by any other form 
of collecting.” 

When we come to “English and Ameri- 

can Glassware,” the author’s sober mind 
scotches lures again. “The whole matter 
of collections should be approached with 
caution, glass ware most of all. 
If it is because of some mathematical 
pleasure derived from ‘complete sets,’ never 
be tempted to dabble in old glass ware 
A study of the subject reveals little more 
than a series of unrelated facts, and ac- 
curacy in collecting is to a large degree 
impossible. Furthermore, the art 
of glass-making and glass-cutting has im- 
proved so much in the last 50 years that the 
new is actually more beautiful than the 
old. There is something about old 
glass that sometimes appeals: when china 
and silver fail. A little experience 
in old glass ware almost always results in 
enthusiasm, notwithstanding the draw- 
backs.” 

In one chapter we are reminded of a 
comical fact. Let me quote the author’s 
words: “I find that certain American- 
made pieces, marked ‘Reed & Barton, 1760,’ 
are treasured by ill-informed collectors as 
being very old and rare—and bring high 
prices in the shops, too. Ags a matter of 
fact, these pieces were made about 1840, 
1760 being the design number.” 

Mr. Dyer’s method, prevailing through- 
out the work, of quoting ranges of values 
alongside the description, and even under 
the illustrations, is a more impressive ana 
useful one probably than the usual system 
in text-books of appending a list of auction 
and other selling prices in columns by 
themselves.

Personality and Confidence of Customers Must Be Developed - A Warning Against Crooks—State- 
ment As to a “ Protective ”’ Association—The Campaign to Stop Fraudulent Marking of Jewelry. 














PirrspurG, Pa., Nov. 29.—The following 
words of cheer, advice and warning have 
been sent out to members of the American 
National Retail Jewelers’ Association by 
Steele F. Roberts, of this city, the presi- 
dent: 

“All hail December, the harvest time of 
the jeweler! The climax of 11 months’ 
toiling, planning, hoping. The month whose 
bounteous gathering will bring good cheer 
to 20,000 retail jewelers in the land. , May 
it yield the.largest holiday trade in your 
history and round up a most prosperous 
year’s business. 

x * x 

“To jewelers in localities where adverse 
business conditions have prevailed, I say: 
‘Don't give up the ship.’ Get on the bridge; 
force the fighting; take the initiative, and 
make your personality, the name and repu- 
tation of your store of such dominant 
power as to win the confidence and esteem 
of the public, which, with progressive store 
methods and salesmanship will attain the 
victory. 

“Get the confidence of the people. Pub- 
lic confidence is the foundation, corner- 
stone and capstone of the jewelry business, 
and one attained is the ‘Sesame’ that opens 
wide the door of success to the retail jew- 
eler. 

* * x 

“Be on the alert for shop-lifters, peiny- 
weighters and thieves in general, who take 
advantage of the holiday crowds to prey 
on the unwary jeweler. Keep your eyes 
on your goods’ and customer and do not 
allow your attention to be diverted. Take 
no chances with strangers; beware of bogus 
checks, doubtful mail and telephone orders. 
Watch your clerks; go slow; keep cool. 

“Circulars have recently been sent broad- 
cast to the retail jewelers in the United 
States by a so-called ‘Retail Jewelers’ Co- 
operative Trade Protective Association,’ 
said to be located in Chicago, exploiting 
the merits of a certain brand of plated 
collar button, giving the impression, by re- 
ferring to the Detroit convention, that the 
so-called ‘Protective Association’ had the 
support or was jn some way connected with 
the American National Retail Jewelers’ 
Association. 

“For the information of members and 
all interested, I desire to state most em- 
phatically that the A. N. R. J. A. does not 
sanction the methods of this so-called ‘Pro- 
tective Association,’ and, in fact, has no 
knowledge of the existence of such an or- 
ganization in Chicago or elsewhere. 

“Under no circumstances will the Ameri- 
can National Retail Jewelers’ Association 
allow its name to be used to advertise or 
promote the sale of any particular brand 


or make of goods.

“Jewelers are cautioned against purchas- 
ing from manufacturer or jobber any gold 
jewelry stamped 10 or 14 karat which is 
offered at a price less than cost of gold 


and workmanship, for in most instances 
they will find quality much lower than 
stamped. 

“Jewelers are requested to report to the 
national or State officers (president or sec- 
retary) any violation of the National 
Stamping Law which may come to their 
notice. The Jewelers Board of Trade of 
New York City has recently convicted a 
number of violators of the stamping law 
of that State, and still further prosecutions 
will be made and a general campaign 
against fraudulent marking of gold and sil- 
ver will begin in every State. Under the 
National Stamping Law prosecutions can 
be brought in any State (where there is 
no State stamping law) where the goods 
have been manufactured in another State.” 





Package of Diamonds Shipped by Pitts- 
burg ‘Dealer Picked Up in Street 
at Niles, O. 

PittspurG, Pa., Nov. 26.—A package of 
diamonds shipped to M. Backintosh, Niles, 
O., by Sam F. Sipe, Pittsburg, Nov. 10, and 
valued at several hundred dollars, was 
picked up in the street there nine days later 
and returned to Mr, Sipe. 

Mr. Sipe sent the package to the Wells- 
Fargo express office for shipment, and the 
diamonds were boxed in the regulation 
package as required by the insurance com- 
pany, insuring the gems. Four days after 
the shipment Mr. Sipe was notified by Mr. 
Backintosh that the diamonds had not been 
received and he immediately took the mat- 
ter up with the express company. After 
two days’ investigation the express com- 
pany officials said that they had been unable 
to trace the package. A week from the 
date of shipment Mr. Sipe received a letter 
from Mrs. Thomas Suliivan, of Niles, O., 
stating that her 10-year-old son had picked 
up the package in the street. 

The young boy found the package near 
the railroad station at Niles, thinking it was 
valueless. He tore off the outside wrapper 
and found something hard within and took 
the package home to his mother. In open- 
ing the smaller package within the larger 
one she found the bill sent to the Niles 
jeweler, and Mr. Sipe’s address. She there- 
upon wrote the sender and Mr. Sipe imme- 
diate'y communicated with the express com- 
pany and the diamonds were promptly re- 
covered. 

As a mark of appreciation for the boy’s 
honesty, as well as that of the mother, Mr. 
Sipe sent a check to Mrs. Sullivan with the 
request that she buy her son a suit of 
clothes for Thanksgiving, and Mr. Sipe also 
secured the promise of the express com- 
pany to reward the woman. Mrs. Sullivan 
is the wife of a laborer. The express com- 
pany employes could not explain how the 
package slipped out of their possession.

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Further Details of the Bankruptcy of 
Alfred E. M. Covert, Pittsburg, Pa. 
PirrssurG, Pa., Nov. 26.—Alfred E. M. 

Covert, a manufacturing jeweler with offices 

in the Bessemer building, filed a voluntary 

bankruptcy petition in the United States 

Court here several days ago, as announced 

in the last issue of THE JEWELERS’ CiRCU- 

LAR-WEEKLY. His liabilities total $8,220.11, 

with assets of $8,087.05. This action was 

taken by Mr. Covert following his failure 
and the efforts of some of his creditors to 
have a trustee appointed for his estate. 

Mr. Covert’s insolvency appears to be 
complete. The preferred c!aims are likely 
to eat up every cent realized from his es- 
tate. Lhe claims for wages are large; he 
owes his clerk, Miss Helen J. Boyd, $525 
wages, having hired her at a salary of $15 
a week; he also owes Harry Lambert $117, 
and Low Hoerr $20 for wages. He is in- 
debted to Henry Phipps, owner of the 
building in which his establishment is situ- 
ated $708.26 rent, at the rate of $58.33 per 
month, and is in arrears for more than a 
year. Charles C. Land also holds a judg- 
ment against him for $231.80 for wages. 

Covert’s schedule of assets shows that he 
is the owner of a three-acre plot of ground 
in Butler county, which he values at $2,000 
and on which there is a mortgage of $1,500. 
The mortgage was given May 20, 1910, and 
no interest has been paid on it. He also 
owns a 25-foot lot in Carrick on which is 
erected a seven-room house which he values 
at $3,800, and on which there is a mortgage 
of $1,800. No interest has been paid on this 
mortgage and the interest is over due. 

Among the creditors are: Froelichstein, 
England & Klein, $50; Nathan Hyman & 
Co., $82; Albert Hufschmidt, balance due on 
purchase money of property, $594, for which 
he holds a judgment; R. A. Briedenbach, 
$220; F. H. Noble & Co., $83; George P. 
Christy (note), $210; Warren Hammel Co., 
$106; Mrs. James H. Mason, borrowed 
money, $185; Holmes Electric Protective 
Co., $111; West, White & Co., $78; Fred 
A. Mills, $160. In addition he is indorser 
of notes made by William S. Roe for the 
following amounts—$60, $30 and $43.68. 

The bankrupt also holds two shares in the 
Mobile Realty Co. valued at $100; 110 
shares Victor Mining & Smelting Co. stock 
of the par value of $10 a share and valued 
now at $300. He values his business, ma- 
chinery, tools, etc., at $1,500. His book ac- 
counts total $352. 

Mr. Covert livesin Avalon. An effort was 
made through his friends to save the busi- 
ness, but several creditors refused to sign 
an agreement, naming a trustee to look 
after his affairs. In view of the failure of 
this arrangement Mr. Covert then prepared 
to go into bankruptcy. It is expected that 
the court will refer the bankrupt’s property 
to William R. Blair for adjudication. 

Covert’s place was opened for business 
Friday. The stock, fixtures and machinery 
were bought in at the bankruptcy sale by 
W. C. Washburn, the agent for Henry 
Phipps, who owns the building in which 
Covert’s store jis situated. Covert owed 
more than a year’s rent, and Mr. Wash- 
burn bought the property in order to save 
the landlord, if this is possible. Miss Boyd 
is conducting the business and will con- 
tinue to do so for a while.

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Diamond Setter Arrested on Smuggling 
Charge as Is Also the Dealer Who 
Employed Him. 

Rudolph Brettner, a diamond merchant 
at 65 Nassau St., New York, and David 
Silberman, a diamond setter, 184 Sheffield 
\ve., Brooklyn, were taken into custody 
Tuesday, Nov. 22, by E. T. Helgans, a 
customs officer, on charges relating to the 
lleged smuggling of about $2,500 werth 
of jewelry. Silberman is accused of smug- 
gling and Brettner of a technical charge 
f having received smuggled goods. Mar- 
shall Henkel served the warrants and the 
two men were brought before United 
States Commissioner Shields. 

Helgans stated that when Silberman ar- 
rived in this country two weeks previous 
as a steerage passenger on the Majestic 
that he smuggled a diamond ring and 
other jewelry together with loose stones 
valued at about $2,500. In support of his 
statement the Customs man showed jewels 
he said he had found in the diamond sell- 
ers possession. Both men were held in 
hail tor a further hearing—Mr. Brettner 
in $1,000 bail, which he supplied, and Sil- 
berman in $2,500, which he did not fur- 
nish and was locked up. Friday afternoon 
Silberman was arraigned before Commis- 
sioner Shields, and through an interpreter 
stated that he had not made any arrange- 
ment for a legal representative and that he 
did not know of any one whom he could 
get to represent him as he was not very 
well known in New York. The case was 
put over until to-day and Silberman was 
led away in the custody of the officer 

Newspaper reports stated that an anony- 
mous letter was received by the customs 
officers accusing Silberman of having 
smuggled a number of diamonds, both set 
and unset, into this country, and the same 
stories alleged that a disagreement arose 
between the two men as regards the divi- 
sion of part of the proceeds of the jewels, 
but both these statements are not in ac- 
cordance with the story told by Mr. Brett- 
ner, who claims that he is not only entirely 
innocent of any moral wrong-doing, but 
had aided the Government in getting the 
gems and capturing Silberman just as soon 
as he learned the gems were smuggled. 

\ccording to Mr. Brettner’s version of 
the case, Silberman called at his office and 
applied for work about three wecks ago, 

which time he told Mr. Brettrner that 
he had lately arrived from Paris and that 
\Ir. Brettner had been recommended to 
him by a jewelry firm in that city. He 
represented to Brettner that he was a 
skilled diamond setter and showed some of 
his work, whereupon he was engaged. 
This was the first time Mr. Brettner says 
that he had seen him. 

Silberman showed Brettner a pair of 
earrings and some small stones and asked 
if the goods could be sold, explaining that 
he had brought them with him from 
Europe, and that he had other goods 
valued at 25,000 marks which were then 
in the customs house. The articles that 
he showed Brettner he claimed to have 
paid duty upon so Brettner says, and in 
explaining how the goods came into his 
possession, said he was in partnership with 
his brother in Paris and that he had taken 
the goods as his share of the business. 


3rettner asked him for the customs 
house receipt showing that the goods had 
been entered according to law, but the dia- 
mond setter, according to the importer’s 
statement, said that he did not have it 
with him but would produce it later. The 
men then went to a restaurant and some 
earrings which were included in the goods 
belonging to Silberman were shown to the 
proprietor by Brettner and left with him. 

In a day or two Silberman returned to 
the diamond importer’s office, bringing with 
him a quartity of mounted jewelry, but did 
not produce the Customs house receipt. 
It was arranged between the two men that 
Silberman should come to Mr. Brettner’s 
house, where the price for the goods 
should be figured, there being about 72 
pieces of jewelry all together. The dia- 
mond setter also brought to Mr. Brettner’s 
office a quantity of sapphires, rubies and 
rose diamonds. In the meantime the ear- 
rings left with the restaurant proprietor 
had been sold and Mr. Brettner paid Sil- 
berman the $25 which had been the pur- 
chase price. 

The matter ran along for a day or two 
but Silberman failed to produce a Customs 
receipt, agd on the following Saturday, 
when he came to work, according to Brett- 
ner, he admitted that he had not paid any 
duty upon the goods, whereupon Brettner 
said that he did not want any smuggled 
goods in his possession and gave him back 
everything that had been delivered to him, 
and fearing that the man would visit some 
other importer the next day, which was 
Sunday, he first went to police headquar- 
ters and told the sergeant about the trans- 
action and he was advised to go to the 
customs house, which he did, where he told 
his story. 

A Government inspector went to the dia- 
mond dealer's office, and while there Silber- 
man came in and shortly afterwards was 
arrested. The diamond setter claimed that 
Brettner still had some of the goods and 
knew that no duty had been paid upon 
them. Brettner tore the list of the goods 
from his books and gave them to the in- 
spector. 

Later a conference was held at the cus- 
toms house, where the restaurant proprie- 
tor was called to identify’ some of the 
goods but could not do it. Both men were 
then taken before Commissioner Shields 
with the result as above stated. 








Creditors File Bankruptcy Petition 
Against David Lishner. 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed Friday in the United States Dis 
trict Court, New York, against David Lish- 
ner, a dealer in diamonds and jewelry, 102 
Chrystie St.. New York, by these creditors: 
F. Kastner & Son, $400; Reuben Samuels, 
$232: and I. Wurman, $136. It is alleged 
that Lishner owes $1,000 or over, made 
preferential payments, and transferred a 
portion of his stock valued at $1,000. It 
is also aleged that Lishner has left his 
former place of business and taken with 
him the greater portion of his assets, which, 
it is alleged, were purchased within a few 
weeks prior to the filing of the bankruptcy 
petition. 

It is claimed that there are more than 
12 creditors. The value of the assets is 
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placed at about $1,000 and the liabilities 
about $10,000 by the petitioners. Judge 
Hough appointed Charles L. Cohn tempo- 
rary receiver. 

Samuel Blumberg is the attorney for the 
petitioning creditors. 





Career of the Late Dewey F. Adams. 

Proviwence, R. I., Nov. 26.—The funeral 
vf Dewey Frederick Adams, a well-known 
manufacturing jeweler of this city, was 
solemnized from his home, 1739 Broad St., 
Edgewood, yesterday afternoon at 1.30 
p, M. in the presence of a large circle of 
relatives, friends and business associates. 

Mr. Adams died on Monday afternoon 
after an illness of long duration. For two 
years or more he had been a sufferer from 
Bright’s disease. He was in the 67th year 
of his age. He was well known in the 
trade in this city and vicinity, although 
his business relations were largely con- 
fined to the west and south, with a large 
trade in Canada. 

He was born in Plainville, Conn., where 
he lived during his boyhood, and received 
his education in the public school of that 
section. He removed to this city in 1867 
with his brother, T. Edgar Adams, with 
whom he started in the paper bag _ busi- 
ress, and continued with him until 1876. 
He then dissolved business associations 
with his brother and went into partnership 
with Fowler Bros., and the firm became 
known as the Fowler Bros. Co. and was 
located at 183 Eddy St. This was Mr. 
Adams’ start in the manufacturing jew- 
elry business, and after remaining with 
this firm until 1882 he went into business 
for himself. He first located on Clifford 
St., but after a couple of years his busi 
ugss increased to such an extent that he 
removed to larger quarters on the fourth 
floor in the Lederer building on Stewart 
St., where he employed between 35 to 50 
hands in the manufacture of real and imi- 
tation onyx jewelry. About eight years 
ago he removed to 129 Eddy St., where 
the business is being conducted by his sons 
under the name of Adams & Kahn. 

Mr. Adams retired from active business 
about five years ago, and his eldest son, 
Frederick H. Adams, succeeded him as the 
active head of the concern. For several 


years past the company has made a spe- 
cialty of manufacturing mourning jewelry 
and jet goods. They have recently taken 


up the manufacture of special articles in 
jewelers’ findings. 

Mr. Adams’ first wife was Julia Winsor, 
who died about seven years ago, and his 
second wife survives him. He is also sur- 
vived by four children, Frederick H. Ad- 
ams, Charles F. Adams, Hattie L., who is 
at present studying art in Paris, and Dewey 
J. Adams, Jr., the youngest son Mr. 
\dams belonged to no clubs or societies, 
but at one time during his life belonged 
to the State militia and was active in the 
artillery branch of the service. 





A. J. Dundas, Georgetown, S. C., re- 
cently purchased the jewelry store formerly 
owned by Lafayette Emanuel and is re- 
modeling the building and rearranging the 
interior. Mr. Dundas has been in the jew- 
elry business for many years and is well 
known there.

AMERICAN PEARL POINTERS 


RESH water pearls are found in the rivers of the United States, especially the Mississippi and Ohio and their tribu- 
taries. They are found chiefly in the “mucket,” “washboard” and “nigger-head” mussels. A good many pearls are 
found in lakes and bayous, but are of poor quality and have a tendency to fade—an occasional good one is found 
in these waters, but not often. 

The most desirable shapes of pearls are round or ball, button or half-round, egg, capsule or ellipse, and to have a mar- 
ket value run in size from a turkey shot up—and no matter what the shape may be, they must be symmetrical, but the most 
important point is that of quality and luster. Dimples, sand grooves, lumps, dead bands, off colors or faded and lusterless 
skins detract very much from the value of the pearl. Odd shapes, no matter how fine the quality or brilliant they may be, are 
of little value. “Slugs,” “rosebuds,” “baroque,” “burr pearls,” etc., are names applied to irregular-shaped pearls not having a 
smooth, even surface, but a lumpy, knotty surface and any shape. One kind of pearl growth, being rough and lumpy, is at- 
tached to the shell and seems to grow on the shell like a wart—these have little or no value, but when left on the shell sell as 
specimens. 

Sometimes on account of an irregularity in shape or defect in the pearl it wears through the mantle in which it is 
formed and becomes attached to the shell, and frequently is covered over entirely with shell material—these may be removed 
by one who understands it, and occasionally a very fine pearl is found in this way. The same istrue of slugs or baroques. 
Don’t attempt to work on a pearl or slug unless you know h w to do it, as it is very easy to spoil a fine pearl, and no amount 
of work can restore it after once ruined, even when one knows how—it is not always advisable to try improving the pearl 
as it may become worse. 

The pearl, like the diamond or any other precious stone, is a luxury, and not a necessity. Any serious defect in it 
greatly lessens its value. The great number of poor and defective fresh water pearls found and thrown on the market has 
a tendency to cheapen all fresh water pearls. 

The prices paid for pearls vary as to the value of the pearl, the experience of the buyer and the demand for different 
kinds of pearls. Don’t fall out with a buyer if he can’t pay you as much as you think you ought to get. Different buyers 
may want different kinds of pearls, and buyers’ judgments differ. Sometimes when a pearl is just found, all parties get 
excited and it is valued much higher than it should be 

It is not necessary to wrap a pearl so much; a clean piece of paper with a little cotton is all right—poor pearls and slugs 
can be put in any kind of a box and carried without injury. Don’t send your poor, trashy stuff to a buyer in order to find 
out what kind of a buyer he is—it might be money in your pocket to throw it away and send him your good pieces at once— 
or, better yet, send him all, keeping each piece separate and numbering, so you can tell them apart.

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“Old Timers’? Among Jewelry 
Salesmen Meet and Give Out a 
Few Statistics. 


ProvipENCcE, R. IL, Nov. 26.—‘The Old 
Timers,” an association of 30 jewelry 
salesmen who have been on the road more 
than 25 years, held their holiday dinner a 
few days ago at Pawtuxet. Usually the 
organization holds its sessions in Chicago, 
owing to the fact that a greater number 
of members may be in attendance there. 
There were five of the members present 
on this occasion, two who were in this 
vicinity being unable to attend, while the 
other 23 were somewhere in the “great” 
country showing samples. 

Those who gathered at the festive board 
were Nathan F. Swift, of the Webster Co. ; 
Charles Clark of W. G. Clark & Co.,. and 
Walter R. Boss, of Boss & Baldwin, North 
Attleboro: C. C. Offerman, Chicago, west- 
ern representative for C. A. Marsh & Co., 
and W. P. Stone, of W. H. Wilmarth & 
Co., Attleboro. The last time any of the 
number gathered in this locality was three 
years ago, at the time Mr. Stover cele- 
brated his 40th anniversary as a salesman. 
On that occasion the meeting was also 
held at Pawtuxet. At this year’s gather- 
ing a chicken dinner, with all the “fixin’s,” 
made up the menu, and those who were 
present declared it was a fine spread. 

During the evening it was figured that 
the youngest member had traveled during 
his service over 250,000 miles, and that the 
oldest member had put in 516,000 miles, 
while the average mileage for the entire 
membership was 356,400 miles. This gave 
an average of 198 trips. The oldest mem- 
ber, it was found, had traveled sufficiently 
to circle the earth 20% times, and the av- 
erage member had traveled enough to have 
circled the earth 14% times. 

Averaging 20 weeks each 
road, the average member had expended 
for railroad, hotel, carriers’ and other le- 
gitimate expenses about $1,000 per trip, or 
a total during the whole time of $207,900. 
The long-term man, the oldest member, 
W. P. Stowe, has put into the business of

year on the 


railroads, hotels and the like something 
over $280,000. Altogether, the “Old 
Timers” have left with railroads, hotels 


and carriers over $2,237,000. On the 198 
trips of the average number, computing 
the various classes of goods marketed, it 
was found that each of the 30 had sold 
goods weighing 441 tons.” The total ton- 
nage put on the market for the whole time 
was 13,230 tons. By reason of the method 
of packing the goods, it was computed 
that 2,205 ordinary freight cars were re- 
quired to ship the product of the firms rep- 
resented by the 30 salesmen. The next 
meeting will be in Chicago. 








H. W. Sayward, Tilton, N. H., Assigns 
to W. B, Fellows Under State Laws. 


Titton, N. H., Nov. 23.—The friends of 
Harry W. Sayward, a jeweler of this town, 
were surprised to learn last week that, 
owing to the financial difficulties and busi- 
ress troubles that he had undergone, he 
had been forced to make an assignment 
under State laws for the benefit of his 
creditors. He named as his assignee, 
William B. Fellows. His principal cred- 


itors are said to be in New York and 
Boston. 

Mr. Sayward has been in business at 
Tilton over two and a half years, having 
come here from Belmont. On April 22, 
1908, he succeeded the A. C. Lord Optical 
Co. of this city, and continued the busi- 
ness under his own name. He carried a 
stock worth about $15,000, and was believed 


to have about $1,000 capital. 


Death of James Simms. 

ATTLEBORO, Mass., Nov. 30.—James 
Simms, a prominent and highly respected 
jeweler of Attleboro and a member of the 
firm of Simms & Co., died at St. Joseph's 
Hospital, Providence, last Friday evening. 
following an operation for appendicitis. 
He had been ill but four days before the 
operation was performed.

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George E. Ryan, Who Robbed Boston 
Jeweler, Pleads Non Vult to Charge 
of Larceny at Newark, N. J. 
NeEwarRK, N. J., Nov. 25.—When ar- 
raigned before Judge Davis in the Essex 
County Court of Quarter Sessions on 
Wednesday charged with the larceny of a 
$250 ring from the store of George J. 
Busch, Springfield Ave., Aug. 19, 1909. 
George E. Ryan retracted the plea of not 
guilty which he had made when first ar- 
raigned in the local court and pleaded non 
vult. Sentence was postponed for two 
weeks in order that Ryan might make res- 
titution of the ring if possible. He is said 
to have told a detective the name of the 
person to whom he sold the ring, and an 
effort is being made to locate this man, 
and if possible secure either the ring or its 
equivalent. Should this be recovered it 
will probably materially reduce his sentence. 

Detectives have been investigating Ryan’s 
case since he was brought here by detec- 
tives from Boston early this month, and 
find that he comes of a very respectable 
family of New York. Ryan said that he 
sold the ring which he from the 
3usch store for $185. 

Ryan, alias Rogers, is said to have gone 
into the Busch store, Aug. 19, 1909, and 
asked one of the clerks, Henry J. Witte, 
to show him diamond rings. Mr. Witte took 
out a tray from the case and showed them

to him. He seemed much pleased with one 
of the rings, but asked to see a _ ring 
which was in another tray. Mr. Witte 


placed the tray at which he had been 
looking back in the case and started to gét 
the other tray when Ryan reached over the 
counter and grabbed a $250 ring and ran 
from the store before the jeweler realized 
what had happened. There was an ex- 
citing chase in which several participated, 
but Ryan succeeded in escaping. He was 
arrested a few weeks later for stealing 
two rings in like manner from Hodgson, 
Kennard & Co., Inc., at State and Devon- 
shire Sts., Boston. 

Hearing that a man answering the de- 
scription of the one who had stolen the 
ring from his store had been arrested in 
Boston Mr. Busch sent for a photo which 
he at once recognized. Mr. Witte then 
went to Boston personally and identified 
the man. Ryan was given a sentence of 
one year tn the House of Correction at 
3oston, and at the expiration of his sen- 
tence was brought to Newark by Detective 
Harris, of Police Headquarters, and De- 
tective-Sergeant Godfrey, of the prosecu- 
tor’s office, and arraigned on the charge of 
larceny of the ring from the Busch store. 
An indictment had been found against him 
when he first made his escape. 








Augustus Smith Crane, a manufacturing 
jeweler of Newark, died at his home, 133 
Milford Ave., Newark, last week, after 
a brief illness. Apoplexy was the cause of 
death. He was in his 76th year. Mr. 
Crane was born in Belleville, Dec. 31, 1834, 
and had resided in Newark the greater part 
of his life. He had always been identified 
with the jewelry industry and had earned 
a local reputation as an inventor and as a 
singer.

Once inside the room they murdered him, 
and his dead body was sewed up in a sack 
which was taken to the Old Basin, where 
it was thrown in. The crime was com- 
mitted Oct 7, and four days afterward 
the men were arrested, and sufficient evi- 
dence secured to cause their conviction.

Pearl Worth $1,200 Stolen While in 
Transit from Chicago to Seattle. 


Cuicaco, Nov. 26.—Ferdinand Hotz, 
dealer in precious, stones at 193 Michigan 
\ve., recently shipped a pearl scarf pin 
by express to a customer in Seattle, and 
the customer, upon opening the package, 
found it to be empty. An _ investigation 
disclosed the following facts: 

The pearl was packed in a wooden box 
with a sliding lid, and then wrapped in 
paper. A string was then tied around it 
and the package sealed with red sealing 
wax over the string at both ends and one 
side of the middle of the package. The 
package did not reach its destination until 
10 days after it was due there, and then 
it was found that the red seal at one end 
had been broken, the string, which must 
have been loose, was pushed aside, one end 
of the paper carefu'ly opened, the sliding 
lid pulled out and the pearl pin extracted. 
The lid was then slid back, the paper 
folded in, the string replaced and the pack- 
age resealed, but in resealing the thief used 
green sealing wax instead of red and used 
the Chicago stamp of the express company 
in whose charge it was given. It is there- 
fore surmised that the theft was com- 
mitted in this city. 

The pearl, valved at $1,200, is a fine large 
dark lavender-hued gem, weighing 17% 
grains and is half round in shape. It was 
mounted with a sma‘l platinum shield at 
the back, none of the mounting showing. 
lf this pearl should be offered to any dealer 
in the jewelry trade, the latter will con- 
fer a favor on Mr. Hotz by notifying him 
at once,

Clerk of New York Jeweler Arrested on 
Charge of Stealing Valuable Articles. 
Henry Ohlrogge, who has been employed 

by William Barthman, a retail jeweler at 
174 Broadway, New York, as entry clerk, 
for the past three years, was arrested Sat- 
urday afternoon by Lieut, Summers, a

Barthman, Jr. 
jewelry have been missing from the store, 
and suspicion was direcied against the 
clerk, last week. The total amount of the 
goods which were obtained in one way or 
another is estimated at about $6,000, and 
these, it is said, he pawned for $1,900. He 
was held in $3,000 bail by Magistrate Ker- 
nochan for examination yesterday. 

When searched at police headquarters, in 
Ohlrogge’s pockets were found about 19 
pawn tickets for diamonds and mounted 
jewelry which he had pawned with a New 
York loan company. According to Lieut. 
Summers, he admitted that he had taken 
the d'amonds, and said that he had been 
speculating in Wall St., and had purchased 
certain railroad s.ccks, but had been unfor- 
tunate, and when the stocks began to de- 
preciate he had pawned the jewelry to keep 
up his margins. The clerk lives at Elm- 
hurst, L. 1. 

On inquiry at the Barthman store it was 
learned that the clerk had been in the 
Maiden Lane jewelry trade for the past 
15 years. He was at one time employed 
by the late John L. Shepard, and later by 
Oliver M. Farrand, before he became an 
employe of the Barthman concern about 
three years ago. 

It was said that the man, who is 26 
years old, obtained nearly all of the jew- 
elry on memorandum from other firms. He 
went to concerns and got goods, which 
were charged to the Barthman concern, 
and then pawned them. In one instance, 
he obtained $2,000 worth of loose stones

from one firm, which were pawned with a 
loan company. It was also said that by 
an ingenious manipulation of the charge 
book of the Barthman concern, that he 
had obtained a few pieces of jewelry 
which had been charged to well-known 
customers, and then pawned. The strict 
system in force at the Barthman store 
makes it very difficult for any of the 
firm's goods to be taken without the fact 
becoming known very shortly. It was ex- 
plained that Ohlrogge was not considered 
a criminal, but that he had fallen before 
a temptation in order that he might keep 
up his payments on margin stock. Some 
of the loose diamonds were mounted before 
being pawned, it was said. 

One ring which he pawned was valued at 
$700, and from Oct. 11 to Nov. 9 he real- 
ized $525 on three pieces of jewelry valued 
at over $2,000. The pawn tickets are now 
in the possession of the police.

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John E. Valk, Well-Known Traveling 
Salesman, Killed by Street Car at 
Columbus, Ga. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Nov. 24-——News was 
received here to-day of the sad and tragic 
death of John S. Valk, a well-known trav- 
eling salesman in the employ of N. H. 
White & Co. wholesale jewelers, 21 
Maiden Lane, New York, which occurred 
this morning at Columbus, Ga. Mr. Valk 
was one of the best known of the sales- 
men who traveled in the south and en- 
joyed the friendship of a wide circle of 
friends, who learned with deep regret of 

his untimely death. 

While crossing the street in front of V. 
J. Pekor’s jewelry store in Columbus, Ga., 
this morning, Mr. Valk was run down by

a car, and although he c!ung desperately to 
the front of the car for a few seconds, 
he was dragged under the wheels and his 
body terribly crushed. At the point where 
the accident occurred there are two street 
car tracks, and although it is not exactly 
known how the salesman met his death, it 
is said that he was run over in spite of all 
that the motorman could do to warn him 
of his danger or stop the car and thus 
avert the catastrophe. Mr. Valk had 
planned to leave to-morrow for Birming- 
ham, but there being a prospect of a sale 
in Atlanta, he had postponed his trip. 

John E. Valk was born in Flushing, L. 
i, about 60 years ago. His people moved 
to Connecticut, and later to Greensboro, 
County, W. Va., where he spent his early 
life and received his education. His father 
was a major in the Confederate army. 

Mr. Valk was for a time employed by 
Henneigen, Bates & Co., Baltimore, Md., 
for whom he worked as a clerk and later 
as a traveling salesman, and 13 years ago 
he became connected with N. H. White 
& Co., New York, and was one of the most 
successful salesmen ever employed by that 
concern. He had always traveled in the 
south, and made many close friends among 
his customers. 


Following a telegram received at the of- 
fice of N. H. White & Co., in New York, 
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announcing the death of Mr. Valk, tele- 
grams were received from various custom- 
ers in all parts of the south, expressing 
their regret and sympathy at the unfor- 
tunate accident. As an instance of how 
popular Mr. Valk was among the retail 
jewelers throughout the soufh, it is of 
interest to note that some years ago when 
a jewelry publication offered a prize of 
$100 for the most popular salesman in the 
trade, the selection to be made by a vote 
of retail jewelers, Mr. Valk was awarded 
the prize. 

The funeral services held Monday in 
Annapolis were attended by many friends 
who had known the deceased for years, 
among whom were representatives of the 
firm by whom he was employed. 

Mr. Valk is survived by a widow, two 
sons, Arthur, who is a doctor, and Eugene, 
an electrical engineer, and by one daughter. 

Death of Augustus McHenry.

Henry, for many years one of Hornell’s 
leading merchants and probably the oldest 
jeweler jn Steuben county, died at his 
Park St. home yesterday. He was in his 
Tlst year and had been identified with the 
jewelry trade in western New York for 
upwards of half a century.

A handsome large clock has been erected 
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Sensational Charges Made During 
Hearing on Will of the Late 
Fred A. Newell. 


ProvipENcE, R. I., Nov. 26.—At the con 
tinuation of the hearing before Judge 
Franceilo G. Jillson in the Municipal Court 
of this city, on Monday, on the probating 
of the last will, with codicil, of Fred A. 
Newell, of the Watson & Newell Co., man- 
ufacturing jewelers of Attleboro, Mass., 
the contestants, who are endeavoring to 
break the instrument, introduced some very 
sensational testimony. 

“We allege and hope to prove to this 
court that a sick man was forcibly dragged 
to this State, and with mind weakened, was 
overcome and forced to sign the codicil 
that is presented here annexed to this will,” 


said Jonn W. Cummings, Fall River, coun- - 


sel for the contestants. 

This statement was made to the court by 
Mr. Cummings during an argument on the 
contention ot the contestants that the pro- 
ponent, Mrs. M, Alida Newell, widow of 
the testator, should be produced so that 
she could be examined concerning the con- 
dition of her husband at the time the will, 
and later the codicil, was executed. Walter 
H. Barney, of counsel for the proponent, 
said that he knew of no rule of the Rhode 
Island court that compelled a proponent to 
be in court at the probating of a will. He 
alleged that all the contestants desired was 
to harass and grill the widow for the pur- 
pose of securing information to be made 
use of at a suit in equity that has been 
brought in the Massachusetts courts. 

As stated in these columns last week, 
Mr. Newell's will was presented for pro- 
bate in the usual manner, and a hearing 
was given. At the time of its adjournment, 
Sterling E. Norman, who had been chauf- 
feur for Mr. Newell, and was one of the 
witnesses to the will, was testifying con- 
cerning the manner in which he became 
possessor of two $1,000 railroad bonds, 
which the contestants claimed belonged to 
Mr. Newell’s estate, and that the witness 
had been paid them for the purpose of 
giving testimony in favor of the proponent. 
Mr. Norman testified at the first hearing 
that he’ received these bonds from Judge 
Thomas Z. Lee, counsel for Mrs. Newell, 
and it was during his explanation of how 
he came to receive these bonds that he told 
about transacting business with Mr. New- 
ell, but that Mrs. Newell wrote all the re- 
ceipts, checks and other papers and signed 
them for Mr. Newell. 

Efforts were made to prove, by Mr. Nor- 
man, that the railroad bonds were given 
to him for giving certain testimony in the 
case, and also to prove that he had made 
certain statements voluntarily to the con- 
testant’s counsel, tending to substantiate 
such a theory. He denied these things, 
however. Continuing the cross-examination 
of last week, Mr. Cummings asked Mr. 
Norman where he obtained the money 
with which he claimed that he purchased 
the bonds, in answer to which the witness 
said: 

“T had about $350 in a box in the Rhode 
Island Hospital Trust Co., the box being 
in Mrs. Newell's name. I had about $900 
in the Providence Institute for Savings 
and also some money in the North Attle-

chased previous to Oct., 1907, They were 
Birmingham & Atlantic Railroad, and | 
paid 96 and sold at the same price.” ‘The 


witness asked permission to refer to a 
paper to refresh his memory, and admitted 
tat the paper was a statement of his ac- 
count with Barney & Lee, which had been 
given to him by Mr. Lee. 

Mr. Norman said he had received $200 
from Judge Lee, which was given on a 
collateral note from Mrs. Newell. “I re- 
ceived a check for that amount, which | 
cashed at the Amoskeag National Bank at 
Manchester, N. H.,” said the witness. 
also borrowed $25 from Mr. Lee, Oct. 22. 
| received this at Mr. Lee's office. I was 
notified by letter from Barney & Lee, dated 
Oct. 25, as to when the will was to be pro- 
bated, and was told that I should be 
wanted.” 

The witness was closely questioned in 
regard to the money he had received, but 
denied that he had ever received any ex- 
cept the two sums testified to. He said that 
during a visit to Attleboro on business 
he called upon Dr. Battershall, who is a 
witness to the will, at his office, although 
he said he was never attended by the doc- 
tor professionally. 

Mr. Norman later said that he saw Mr. 
Barney at the Newell home in Attleboro 
at the time of the signing of the will, and 
that Judge Lee was not present. He said 
that the latter had been to the Newell place 
several times. In answer to Mr. Cum- 
mings’ question as to who intrcdaced Mr. 


Lee to Mr. Newell, the witness replied: 


“Il dd.” 

[he witness then told in detail the inci- 
dents in connection with the signing of the 
will, and said that Mrs. Newell called him 
into the den, and that there he saw Mr. 
Newell and the witnesses sign. He then 
said that he saw Mr. Curtis in Manchester, 
N. H., and later saw him again at Mr. Cur 
tis’ office in this city. This was after the 
witness had asked Barney & Lee for the 
loans. 

Mr. Barney then took the witness in 
hand, and in answer to his questions con- 
cerning the bonds, Mr. Norman testified: 
“[ received a receipt from Mrs. Newell, 
dated Oct. 1, 1907, showing that she had 
deposited the two bonds in a safe deposit 
box. I made the investment upon the rec- 
ommendation of Mr. Newell. I had money 
in several banks, and Mr. Newell said that 
I could get better returns, He bought the 
bonds for me, and I understood invested 
for himself and Mrs. Neweil at the same 
time. The purchase was made and the 
bonds were deposited later. I gave the 
bonds to Mrs. Newell to put into the safety 
deposit box, as I did not have any other 
valuable property that would warrant my 
taking out a box in my own name.” 

Dr. Dixi G. Hoyt, of this city, who was 
one of the witnesses to the codicil, testi- 
fied he had no way of fixing the date on 
which the codicil was signed. He said: “I 
was called by Mr. Newell to attend him, I 
think, on July 16. This was a cash visit 
and I made no record of it. He was not in 
bed at that time, but was sitting up in his 
chair. I made an examination, and found 
that he was suffering from a chronic form 
of Bright’s disease. He said that he had 
been more or less of an invalid all his life. 
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He aiso suffered from a hardening of the 
arteries and had trouble with the valves

Dr. Hoyt explained in detail the medi- 
cine he prescribed, but said that he did not 
prescribe any strychnine. 

“What time of day was it when the 
codicil was signed?” the witness was asked. 

“In the afternoon. Mr. Newell was in 
bed at the time, and in the morning he had 
asked me to be one of the witnesses to the 
codicil. When I arrived in the afternoon 
there were Miss Follis, Miss McDonald, 
Mrs. Newell and Mr. Lee present in the 
room. 

“Did you see Mr. Newell sign the codi- 
cil?” the doctor was asked. 

“Yes. He was bolstered up in bed at 
the time, as he was physically weak. He 
signed his name to the codicil in the pres- 
ence of all the witnesses.” 

“Was his hand firm?” 

“No. I thought it was shaky.” 

“Do you know how Fred Newell spelled 
his last name?” 

“Yes. N-e-w-e-l-].” , 

“Then, Dr. Hoyt, how was it that Mr: 
Newell spelled it N-e-w-e-e-l-l on that 
codicil ?” 

“I do not know. I suppose that it was 
because his hand was shaky.” 

Dr. Hoyt explained the circumstances in 
connection with the signing of the codicil. 
He said: “Mr. Newell was sitting up in 
bed, being bolstered up. Mr. Lee read the 
codicil, and asked Mr. Newell if that was 
what he wanted. I did not know what it 
referred to. I knew absolutely nothing as 
to what the sixth clause of the will re- 
ferred to. When Mr. Lee asked Mr. New- 
ell to sign the codicil, he complained that 
it was too dark for him to see. An electric 
searchlight was brought and he signed.” 

“Did you know that the codicil annulled 
every public bequest? That it cut off the 
church that Fred Newell’s father attended 
and that Fred Newell himself attended?” 

“| did not know anything about it.” 

Dr. Hoyt further said that at the time 
of the signing of the codicil Mr. Newell 
was physically weak, but mentally acute. 
“Mr. Lee asked Mr. Newell, the witness 
said, “if the codicil was of his own free 
will and accord and was what he desired 
to have annexed to his will. Mr. Newell 
said that it was.” 

Viola Follis, a witness to the codicil, 
testified to its being signed by Mr. Newell, 
and said that she had typewritten the docu- 
ment, being employed as a stenographer in 
the office of Barney & Lee. 

Another tilt between counsel as to the 
appearance of Mrs. M. Alida Newell oc- 
curred when Mr. Cummings said that it 
was absolutely necessary that she should 
be in court to prove certain transactions. 
Mr. Curtis said that Mrs. Newell was the 
most important witness to the signing of 
the will, notwithstanding that her name 
is not attached thereto. “She was with the 
testator all the time. She knew his con- 
dition, and she knew all the circumstances 
under which the will and _ codicil. were 
made,” said the attorney,” and all the cir 
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cumstances that attended the signing of 
both documents. It is an extraordinary 
proceeding to secrete so important a wit- 
ness. We have employed every means in 
our power to find this witness and produce 
her in this court. Your honor has caused 
the clerk to issue three different sum- 
monses for her, and the officers of this 
county have endeavored to tind her, but 
without success.” 

Mr. Barney, replying to Mr. Curtis, said 
that in this State it is not necessary for 
the proponent to be in court for the pro- 
bating of a will. 

Replying, Mr. Cummings told of the 
proceedings taken to protect the decedent's 
property in Massachusetts, and then went 
on to make the charge that the sick man 
was forcibly dragged to this State, and.

30, he gave notice that the contestants 
should demand the presence or deposition 
of Dr, Battershall, the Attleboro physician, 
who was a witness to the will, and asked 
the court to notify the proponents to pro- 
duce him or his deposition 





Death of M. L. Landis. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 22.—After an ill- 
ness of over three months, M. L. Landis, 
proprietor of the American Engraving 
School, died at his home, 119 Mt. Vernon 
\ve., Nov. 19. Mr. Landis’ school was in 
existence more than 12 years, and during 
that time he received students from nearly 
every State in the Union, and his reputa- 
tion as an artistic workman spread even 
to foreign lands. 

Through his school the deceased came 
into contact with jewelers from all parts 
of the country and he was widely known 
in the trade. His ability as a_ teacher 
equaled his reputation as a workman, and 
his school, while small, was held in high 
regard. 

The funeral, on Tuesday, was largely at- 
tended.

Two More Manufacturing Jewelers Ac- 
cused of Violating the New York 
Gold Law. 

Jacob Patteck and Isidore Berman, who 
are in the manufacturing jewelry business 
under the firm style of Patteck & Berman, 
at 16842 Delancey St., New York, were ar- 
raigned Tuesday of last week before 
Magistrate O’Conner in the Tombs Police 
Court, New York, on a charge of having 
violated Section 431. of the Penal Laws 
of New Yok State. This law makes it a 
misdemeanor to make or sell jewelry which 
is marked as being of a certain karat fine- 
ness, and which is in fact less by more 
than one kzrat in fineness than the mark 
which it bears. Both men were held in 
$300 bail for examination yesterday after- 
noon, and at that time, upon consent of 
counsel and the district attorney, another 
adjournmen: was taken, the examination 
being set down for Tuesday, Dec. 6, at 

2 P, M. 

Isidore K.oppleman, a jeweler, is the 
complainant in this case. He claims that 
on March £9 Jacob Patteck called at his 
place of business and sold him three band 
bracelets, which were stated at the time 
to be of 14 karat fineness. The bracelets 
were marked “P. & B. 14k.” The 14k. ap- 
peared beneath the two letters within an 
oval or flattened circle, and was stamped 
upon the snap of the bracelets. 

The goods were paid for with two notes, 
which were delivered to Mr. Patteck. On 
Nov, 2 the purchaser of the bracelets took 
one of thens to the United States Assay 
office and delivered it to Geo. R. Cumings 
to be assayed. The bracelets, according to 
the affidavit of the assayer, proved to be 
only 9.33 karat fine. 

The complainant is also defendant in a 
similar proc: edings now pending. 


Former Factory Employe of Silverware 
Manufacturers Arrested for Theft. 
WALLINGF’ RD, Conn., Nov. 22.—John Ca- 

nieriem, an employe of the R. Wallace & 

Sons Mfg. Co., Wallingford, was arrested 

yesterday on a charge of stealing sterling 

silver. Several counts. were preferred 
against him. It is alleged that he stole 
about 450 ounces of the metal. When taken 
into custody he had in his possession 

a perforated sheet of sterling silver weigh- 

ing about 29 ounces. It was alleged that 

some of the silver was disposed of in New 

York. 

The accused had been employed in the 
sterling silver hollow ware department of 
the concern’s factory for about four years. 

Canieriem, when subsequently arraigned, 
pleaded guilty and was bound over to the 
Superior Court under $2,000 bonds. Last 
July the superintendent of the department 
noticed a shortage in the sterling silver de- 
partment of 100 ounces. .In August the in- 
ventory showed another shortage, and the 
man in charge of the “cage” in which the 
silver was kept was charged to keep watch, 
resulting in the arrest of Canieriem. 

A search of the accused’s living rooms on 
Church St. revealed a large quantity of 
melted pieces and “gallery.” He has been 
charged with the following six counts:

8, 12 ounces at $7.20; Nov. 12, 60 ounces

Christy was formerly a member of the 
firm of West, White & Christy, now West, 
White & Co. Mr. Robinson's heirs have 
been conducting the business. Mr. Christy 
says that there is a splendil opening in 
Vandergrift at this stand for a live jew- 
eler and optician. The town has 16,000 in- 
habitants. The fixtures can be bought as 
they are. 

The Grogan Co. sold the large silver tray 
which was last week presented to Andrew 
Carnegie by the students of the Carnegie 
technical schools of Pittsburg. The in- 
scription on the tray explains the motive 
of the gift. It read: “To our founder, 
Andrew Carnegie, on his 75th birthday as 
a symbol of love from his 2,500 students 
of the Carnegie Technical Schools.” One 
of the students took the tray to New York 
and presented it to the former ironmaster 
in person. It was one of the largest which 
the Grogan Co. kept in stock. It was 
made especially for the firm. but was not 
especially designed for Mr. Carnegie. 

Max Zeisel, New Castle, spent his 
Thanksgiving in jail, as he was unable to 
secure the $3,000 bail demanded Wednes- 
day for the purpose of keeping him from 
leaving the jurisdiction of the court. Fri- 
day morning he secured a bondsman and 
wis released. This heavy bail was de- 
manded because of charges filed since he 
filed his voluntary petition in bankruptcy, 
showing that his liabilities are in excess of 
$19000. The most serious allegations made 
against the jeweler have been laid before 
the bankruptcy court by Arthur A. Hoff- 
man, of Heeren Bros, & Co., who states in 
his petition that Zeisel caused stories to 
be circulated setting forth that he had 
been robbed in order to cover up a shrink- 
age of assets. 

Steele F. Roberts, president of the Na- 
tional Retail Jewelers’ Association, who 
spent several days in New Yor the week 
before last and conferred with manufactur- 
ers and others regarding the enforcement 
of the law pertaining to the gold and silver 
stamping act, informs THe JeEweters’ Crr- 
CULAR-WEEKLY correspondent that he in- 
tends to co-operate with all concerned to 
bring about an enforcement of its provi- 
sions. He will in a few. days appoint a 
special committee of members of the Na- 
tional Association of which he is the, head 
to take up the matter and to prosecute all 
offenders who are violating its provisions. 
Mr. Roberts said that every effort would be 
made to have its provisions enforced. It is 
avite likely that legis'ation will be asked 
for on the same subject in many States, so 
as to include manufacturers who do busi- 
ness within the State in which their busi- 
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ness is situated. The national law, of 
course, only protects the trade against those 
persons who do an interstate business.

The night before the 
robbery, Mr. Noonan decided that he would 
put away in his safe his more valuable 
articles.

HE monthly announcement of Presi- 
dent Roberts, of the American National 
Retail Jewelers Association, to the mem- 
bers of that organization, published in an- 
other column of this issue, touches upon 
various topics of interest to the jewelry 
trade and sounds a note or two of warning 
which should be heeded. His words cau- 
tioning the jewelers to be especially careful 
at the present time to watch out for crooks 
of all kinds, “penny weighters,’ check for- 
gers, sneak thieves, etc., are particularly 
timely, and should be taken to heart, while 
his suggestion that the retail jewelers 
through their organizations co-operate 
with the organizations engaged in the cam- 
paign of stamping out fraudulently marked 
articles of gold and silver, should be pro- 
ductive of much good if proper attention 
is given to the subject. One point taken up 
by Mr. Roberts, i. e., the necessity of th: 
jeweler developing his personality in his 
business and obtaining the confidence of 
his customers if he wishes to be successful, 
is a topic upon which volumes might be 
written, as these are the essential elements 
in the building up of a successful career in 
this trade¢ in fact, they are the cornerstone 
of the foundation upon which nearly all 
the great jewelry businesses of the country 
have been developed.

The Way to Deal NATELY for 
with Crooks. the jewelry trade, 
thieves of all kinds, 

particularly “switchers,” “palmers” and 

“bunco” men and women of the “penny- 
weight” class, sneak thieves and swindlers 
are becoming very active in our industry, 
and hardly a day goes by that we do not 
receive reports of robberies, or attempted 
robberies, at jewelry stores. While the 
number of successful operations is not 
materially larger now than in other years 
at this season, the dangerous element of 
the present conditions lies in the fact that 
the men now operating upon the jewelry 
trade seem to be more astute and clever 
and in every way more thoroughly ad- 
vanced in their tricks than the majority 
of those against whom we have had occa- 
sion to warn the jeweler in the past. In 
many instances the thieves have so care- 
fully and cleverly operated that there was 
no chance of sustaining a charge against 
them unless they were successful, but in 
many instances where the crime was com- 
mitted, though the robbery was discovered 
just a few minutes after the thieves had 
operated, the men have been able to get 
away from the town in which they worked 
without detection. 

Three men, believed to be clever penny- 
weight thieves, were. recently taken into 
custody in Pittsburg, but; as they were 
arrested before they obtained any goods, 
they were later released: by the police, as 
there was no evidence on which to hold 
them. Both the police and the jewelers 
who met them are morally certain that 
the men are clever crooks, but until a 
charge against them can be sustained, 
pictures and descriptions cannot be sent 
broadcast to the trade without inviting a 
suit for damages. 
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ceeded in finding out that the three men 
who operated at Steubenville, O., last week, 
and got away with a large quantity of 
diamonds are not these men, as was first 
supposed, and this indicates that there are 
at large three other men who are working 
together, and will prove a menace to the 
jewelry trade until they are captured. 

As we are constantly pointing out, this 
is the time for the jeweler and his clerks 
to be especially careful in dealing with the 
strangers, no matter how honest appear- 
ing, or well dressed or refined they may 
be; but, in addition, we must warn the 
trade, for the sake of their own protection 
and that of their fellow-jewelers, to no- 
tify the police and THE JEWELERS’ Crir- 
CULAR-WEEKLY immediately, whenever any 
crooks or people they suspect of being 
crooks have operated in their vicinity, or 
at their store, even though the attempt to 
get goods has been unsuccessful. We have 
in our possession the photographs of a 
number of men and women whom we 
believe to be crooks, operating upon the 
jewelry trade, but of whom the police 
have no record. If we can have these 
identified by one or two other dealers as 
people who have visited their store and 
acted suspiciously we will take the chance 
of publishing the photographs and descrip- 
tions and warn the trade generally. We 
do not doubt that the police departments 
of various cities would also be willing to 
send out warnings against the suspects if 
they have proper co-operation of mer- 
chants on whom they have: called. 

The jeweler should not hesitate to cause 
the arrest of parties who have attempted to 
rob him, whenever he can make a case 
against them, and to refuse to do this 
because restitution has been made to him, 
or the thief or thieves have been unsuc- 
cessful, is a little less than a crime upon 
the trade-in general, as-he simply turns 
the thief loose to prey upon others and 
encourages him in the work by making 
him feel that the risk he takes is small. 
When jewelry crooks are arrested, the 
jeweler should ask the police to take pho- 
tographs of them whenever possible, get 
their Bertillon measurements, etc., and send 
these to other cities, and the jeweler should 
also get copies and send them direct to this 
journal. 

It is only by co-operation on the part of 
the individual jewelers, giving full pub- 
licity as to crimes and criminals, through 
his trade journal, and firmness in regard 
to prosecuting all thieves and swindlers, 
that the merchants in this industry can 
enjoy the immunity that they should have. 
Until the criminal realizes it is far more dan- 
gerous to operate in the jewelry trade than 
in any other line of business, he will con- 
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tinue to prefer the jeweler to other mer- 
chants as a victim, because from him he 
can get goods of the greatest intrinsic 
value in the smallest bulk and more easily 
convertible into cash than any other line 
of merchandise. The conditions of the 
jewelry business focuses upon it the atten- 
tion of the cleverest and most daring 
crooks of the country. The jeweler must 
counteract this by his vigilance, enterprise 
and unselfish desire to co-operate in the 
movement to put these malefactors where 
they belong. 





T was_ reported 

A Modified Parcels | from Washington 
Post. last week that the 
Postmaster - General 

would recommend to Congress the imme- 
diate establishment of a modified form of 
the parcels post, namely, a parcels-post 
system that would begin at the point of 
distribution in each rural free-delivery 
route and be confined to that route. The 
limit of the packages to be carried is 
put at 11 pounds. If the reports sent out 
se far are correct the Postmaster-General’s 
suggestion relates to the only form of the 
parcels post that has met with any approval 
among the retail merchants of the country 
districts, and, in fact, has been approved in 
some sections of the jewelry trade, as is 
believed by its advocates to be a compro- 
mise that will not hurt but aid the country 
merchants, while giving little aid or assist- 
ance to the mail-order houses and depart- 
ment stores of New York, Chicago and 
other large cities. On the other hand, the 
strong opponents of the parcels post sys- 
tem claim that this is only an entering 
wedge for the establishment of the parcels 
post in its entirety, and that once estab- 
lished it will be but a question of a few 


‘ years before the limitations will be taken 


off and the parcels post will cover the en- 
tire country. 

To those who have made up their minds 
to oppose the Postmaster-General’s sug- 
gestion, we would call attention to the fact 
that there is little doubt that a number of 
bills will be introduced into the next Con- 
gress asking for the full parcels post, and 
that these bills will be supported by almost 
the entire press of the larger cities and a 
great part of the general public, who be- 
lieve that the only real opposition of the 
system comes from the big express com- 
panies. THe chances are that the fight in 
Congress will,not be for and against the 
parcels post, but simply to decide whether 
we have the parcels post in its entirety or 
in the modified form, such as is said to be 
proposed by the Postmaster-General. 

The opponents of the modified form, be- 
fore they enter into an active campaign 
against the parcels post along the rural 
free-delivery routes, had better carefully 
consider the question and find out whether 
they would not, in attacking the Postmas- 
ter-General’s bill, which will probably be 
an administration matter, give aid and 
comfort as well as vital support to those 
who demand the full parcels-post system. 
It will be well for them to consider the 
question of accepting the lesser of two 
evils, even though they may feel that the 
establishment of the system in a modified 
form is fraught with danger.

In sustaining a protest filed by Gallagher 
& Ascher, the Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers holds that clock cases and 
their accompanying movements are not to 
be regarded for the purpose of assessing 
duties as entireties. The collector of cus- 
toms at Chicago held that the merchandise, 
which consisted of decorated china cases, 
containing the usual metal movements, or 
works, are entireties dutiable at 60 per cent. 
under the provision in the Payne tariff for 
“clock cases.” In their protest, the import- 
ers alleged that duty should be paid on 
the cases at the rate of 60 per cent. and on 
the movements at 40 per cent. under Par. 
192, which specifies clocks and parts not 
specially provided for. General Appraiser 
Fischer, who writes the decision for the 
board, sustains the protest.

Upon 
the application of the widow, Chas. 
J. F. Decker, Croton Falls, was appointed 
administrator. The value of the estate 
is unknown, as no appraisement of. the 
diamonds and jewelry which Mr..

It had been 
discovered by the prosecutor’s office after 
Neubarth had first been released that the 
property named in Federici’s bond did not 
belong to him but to his sister. Upon 
the furnishing of the second bond by 
Capio, Neubarth was again released to 
await the action of the grand jury in his 
case. The amount of the bond is $3,000.

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Pertinent Points Anent Swiss Federal Council’s Pro- 
posed Plan to Revise the Gregorian Calendar. 

















7. HE recent proposal of the Swiss Federal 
Council to revise the Gregorian cal 
endar, and the Council’s plan to request 
different nations to send representatives to 
Berne in order to consider a new method of 
date calculation, indicates that the subject- 
matter of a series of articles by Daniel 
Arthur, of New York, published in the 
horological department of THE JEWELERS’ 
CirCULAR-WEEKLY, June 29 to July 20, 1910, 
inclusive, under the caption, “The Calendar 
Concept and Its Evolution,” is of world 
wide interest. 

Mr. Arthur’s ideas regarding proposed 
changes in the calendar are not essen- 
tially different from those advocated by the 
Swiss Federal Council, except that per- 
haps his method is a simpler and more 
practical one. Mr. Arthur advocates a 28- 
day month, instead of clinging to the con- 
fusion that results from the use of a 
month which is not a multiple of a week, 
as do the Swiss. 

It would seem that a more permanent 
and consistent reform would be brought 
about by the adoption of the 28-day month. 
The New York Evening Sun, in a recent 
editorial on the proposed movement, doubts 
if any real advantage would accrue from 
the change advocated by the Swiss. Mr. 
Arthur’s views and reasons for proposed 
changes of the calendar were learnedly 
presented in the above-mentioned series of 
articles. His proposed plans for a calen- 
dar change are rational and exceedingly 
simple. 

Mr. Arthur believes that, as the world 
has moved onward and as progress and 
development are manifested all around us, 
so now it is time to revise the calendar to 
meet the exigencies of the time. In other 
words, a change is a real, practical need. 

The subjoined, quoted from his article 
on “The Calendar Concept and Its Evolu- 
tion,” will undoubtedly be read with much 
interest at the present time: 

“The week of seven days is not only ancient 
and honorable, but has proven itself a convenient 
primary unit. It has grown in favor in the pro- 
gressive parts of the world, until more than half 
of the world’s population now use it. It would, 
therefore, seem proper to make it the basis of the 
uriversal civil standard. A decimal time standard 


was tried in the Orient, but failed to show staying 
powers, and la‘er a western attempt was also 
made and met with failure. 


“A decimal calendar, much as it is to be de- 
sired, could hardly be kept im reasonable har- 
mony with astronomical motions, Therefore, un- 
less we awe prepared to part with even occasional 
mathematical and astronomical synchronization, we

must stick to groups of days which are more or 
less associated with the motions of the EARTH and 
moon. We will attempt to show that the 28-day 
sidereal month is the oldest known astronomical 
grouping of days. It is the nearest quarterable 
number to the actual sidereal course of the moon, 
approximately 27% days. It was quartered and 
gave us the favored seven-day week, which grows 

‘ 


in favor in spite of the fact that we have aban- 
doned its parert, “the 28 mansions.” 

“A restoration of the 28-day month which pro- 

duced the week can be made to work in complete 
harmony with years and seasons. Leap year cor- 
rections would be simplified, while the commer- 
cial and arithmetical features would be so simple, 
consistent, orderly and convenient, that a_ per- 
petual calendar could be printed on a small card 
which would hardly need to be consulted after it 
was memorized.” 
; “The ancients tried a decimal calendar, but 
failed, _ France made an attempt to laurch a 10 
day unit, but it would not go. <A calendar based 
on numerical order is, of course, desirable, but 
the world is hardly ready to leave astronomical 
motions out of its day-counting system. If an 
international calendar convention were in session 
to-day it would undoubtedly say that the primary 
unit, a day, must, of course, be associated with 
the earth’s rotation on its axis. 

“The convention would likewise probably be 
unanimous in its vote for a large unit associated 
with the earth’s course around the sun. Hav- 
ing these two units (a solar day and an equi- 
noctial year) as a necessary foundation to work 
on, the delegates would then no doubt begin to 
debate on whether we could get along without 
intermediate groupings of days something like 
weeks and months. Some delegates would con- 
tend that no bridging was necessary between the 
day and. the year. They would just have us say 
that Christmas was the 359th day of 1910; that 
it need not be a part of a unit like a week or a 
month. Other delegates to the convention would 
admit that this method was simple enough, but 
that it would not present a clear idea of the 
year’s progress to the average mind. They would 
vote to have certain express stations and way 
stations, so to speak—certain mile posts between 
the day and the year. 

“If the writer were a delegate to this conven- 
tion he would vote with the latter party and would 
point out that the seven-day unit (the week) was 
not only ancient and honorable, but that it was a 
most convenient sub-division for a calendar; and 
that if its own month of 28 days were restored 
to it, a most consistent, convenient and logical 
civil calendar would at once appear, i.e., 7 days 
equal 1 week, 4 weeks equal 1 month, 13 months 
equal 1 year. This civil year of 364 days would 
be constant. 

“Every month in eyery year would be alike 
both as to the number and order of its days (see 
Fig. 14). Such a year can be halved and quar- 
tered without fractional days, just as each of its 
months can. Sunday is the first day of every 
year, every month and every week. Saturday is 
therefore the last day of each week, month and 
year. Any given day of a week can only be one 
of four dates. For example, Sunday is always 
Ist, 8th, 15th and 22d, and Wednesday can never 
be anything but the 4th, 11th, 18th or 25th day of 
a month, 

“This year, of course, is about a day and a 
quarter too short to synchronize with the equi- 
noctial one, so we have to insert a special day 
between the last day of December and the first 
day of January. This day would not belong to 
this civil calendar in a certain sense. It would 
have no week-day mame, such as Thursday, or 
Friday, or Saturday. Neither would it be a day 
of any month, such as 5th, 6th or 7th. It would 
just be itself. We might call it New Year Day. 
It should be ignored when banks were paying 
quarterly or semi-annual interest to depositors. 
It should be non-existent in rent transactions 
between landlord and _ tenant. Mortgagee or 
mortgagor should not count it unless by special

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agreement. The period from Dec. 10th to Jan. 
10th would be exactly four legal weeks, or 28 
legal days, just as Jan. 10th to Feb. 10th 
would be. 

“This would leave the present shortage of nearly 
a quarter of a day, which would be taken care 
f by making every fourth New Year Day a 
double one and treating it just as single ones are 
that is to say, they would not count in any 
agreement or contract, unless specifically men- 
tioned. The extra month in this calendar should 
be inserted in the middle of the preesnt group of 
2 months, and for the present the names of 
months as now used might as well be retained. 
November and December are now the 11th and 
12th months, while their names indicate 9th and 
10th. The new order would make them the 
12th and 13th, which is no more inconsistent 


than now. 

“In the illustration Fig. 14 we have shown this 
idditional month as coming in between June and 
July, and we call it stellar—a name which is 
derived from the fact that we are restoring a 
grouping of days which was originally based on 
stellar mansions (the 28 Stellar mansions of 
heaven). The insertion of this additional month 
between June and July makes the readjustant

of holidays, fete days, birthdays, feast and fast 
days somewhat simpler than if we put it at the 
beginning or end of the 12 Gregorian months. A 
person born on Dec. 3l1st, the last day of a 
Gregorian year, would transfer his birthday anni- 
versary to Dec, 28th, which is the last day of the 
tandard civil year. 

“A person born on Jan. 1st, Gregorian, could 
choose between New Year Day or Jan. Ist of the 
ivil year. Some of the adjustants would not be 
as simple as these two examples, but once made 
they would always come on the same day of the 
week, month or year. Births now occur on 
Feb. 29th, which in a certain sense prevents anni- 
versaries, but it leads to no _ special trouble. 
With the new civil form it would take care of 
leap-year births in a simple manner. Wednesday 
the 4th, or Monday the 9th, would always be 
Wednesday and Monday 4th and 9th. 

“In future it would rot be necessary to fix an 
‘election day’ as the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday of November. The day would simply be 
selected as to name and number, and it could 
never change by the new form. 

“Special days which do not stay in the same 
location from year to year would be announced 
yearly as they now are, but that would also be a 
simple operation with the consistent week and 
month system proposed. 

“Before proceeding, let us ask ourselves why 
we print a calendar for the whole year and hang 
it up before us. When we look at a clock with 
both hands on 12, we know it is noon if the 
‘sun is up,’,or midnight if the ‘sun is down,’ 
but if we were down in a deep mine we would 
prefer a 24-hour dial clock. When we look at a 
calendar in the wall it ‘tells us nothing,’ be- 
cause its printed names and numbers are static. 
We must associate them with memory or motion 
before they are available. We see the number 
of the year-and the name of the month before 
us, but do we look at a static calendar to ascer- 
tain the current year or month? Decidedly not, 
for if they are wrong we would tel! the careless 
owner to take down his last year’s calendar or 
tear off last month’s sheet. 

“In other words, we memorize the years and 
months. If we do not remember that yesterday 
was Monday, the calendar will not tell us that 
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to-day is Tuesday. If we know that to-day is 
Tuesday of the third week of a month, the 
calendar will tell us the number of the day for 
that month. It therefore follows that the chief 
reason for a printed Gregorian calendar is to 
connect a month and week which are not related 
to each other. 

“To put it in different words, it was a sad 
mixture to saddle the seven-day week with a 
lunar month and separate it from its own sidereal 
month, but when we frivolously altered this lunar 
month into a nondescript jumble consisting of 28, 
29, 20 and 31 day periods, the week lost all 
arithmetical connection with a month. No rules 
or rhymes will now enable us to remember the 
confused relationship between a week and a Gre- 
gorian month. A printed list of equivalents is 
therefore necessary, and we call it our Gregorian 
calendar. 

“Thousands of tons of paper and printer’s ink 
are annually wasted in printing these combina- 
tions of an unrelated week and month—combina- 
tions which are completely beyund the grasp of 
memory: The proposed reform brings the whole 


calendar within the grasp of memory. It retains 
all the valuable features of its predecessors with- 
out introducing new complications. It introduces 


arithmetical order without throwing it out of 
harmony with astronomical motions which are 


necessarily associated with a calendar. It would 
be a calendar which would be independent of 
larguage or number systems. Numbers can even 
be substituted for names without affecting its 


character. eThe names of months or week days 
could in the future be brought into harmony with 
any universal language without effect on the struc- 
ture of the calendar. 

“Now let us go a step farther in detail. We 
all know that the 366th day every four years 
‘over-corrects’ the leap years to such an extent 
that the accumulated error amounts to a day in 
about 128 years. The Gregorian method is to 
make centurial corrections which lead to the accu 
mulation of the day error at more frequent in- 
tervals. We would favor leaving out the 366th 
day at intervals of 128 years rather than forcing 
the correction 28 years ahead of time. In this 
vay we would postpone the accumulation of small 
fractions of ‘over-corrections’ into a day to a 
time so far ahead that we could leave it to future 
gererations. After the 128-year periods of cor- 
rection a re-correction would not be necessary for 
about 100,000 years. Changes in heavenly speeds, 
or a new form of calendar, might easily over- 
take us long before this correction was necessary. 
Besides, the smallest correcting unit we can use 
is a whole day, so the nearer we come to making 
corrections only when necessary, the nearer we 
come to theoretical perfection. 

“Fig. 15 shows how this standard civil calendar 
may be reduced or condensed after a iittle prac- 
tice. Each month being an exact counterpart of 
any other month, it becomes a useless waste of 
labor and material to print the whole year. 

“This condensed form of a single month is a 
perpetual calendar. We have shown that we 
memorize the name of a month and the number 
of a year now, so, of course, we can do the same 
with the standard form with greater ease. Even 
in this condensed form it would soon become un- 
necessary for a bright clerk to refer to it. The 
simple arithmetical order would soon dawn on the 
user; the even multiples’ will be so convenient 
that mental grasp of the whole year would be no 
tax on memory. 

“This last illustration, Fig. 15, is what we 
might call a condensed real estate form. This 
single month perpetual calendar might be a gift 
from a title insurance company, a realty broker 


or a mortgage guarantee company. It would be 
suitably framed with such announcements as the 
sender would think proper. A space would be 


left to receive a card which would follow at 
intervals, say, quarterly, semi-annually or an- 
nually; such cards would mention or draw atten- 
tion to certain special dates which would be im- 
portant to clients. The card shown is called 
‘Realty Form 1910 for New York City.’ *Such 
cards would be printed in any desired form or 
language. All countries in the universal calendar 
union would have the same date card, but no two 
countries or localities would have the same ‘spe- 
cial day index’ card. 

“Bankers, merchants and realty companies now 
know the confusion which exists in calculating 
annual rates in connection with months, weeks 
and days. We will therefore touch this feature 
lightly, as the advan es of the standard form 
will be self-evident t experts. The Gregorian 
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calendar compels us to use interest tables based 
on 360 days and 365 days to a year. The former 
arbitrarily assumes 12 months of 30 days, while 
the latter takes in all the days of a regular year. 
An unscrupulous financier may use one for 1n- 
come and the other for outgo to his personal 
advantage—and he does! 

“With the proposed standard year there would 
be only one interest table, and it would be based 
on exactly 864 days to a year, or exactly 18 
months, or 52 weeks, to a year. <A half year 
would be 614 months, or 26 weeks, or 182 days. 
A quarter year would be 3% months, or 13 weeks, 
or 91 days. ‘These much-used half and quarter 
years, having no fractional parts of a day, would 
materially simplify all commercial and banking 
transactions. 

“The writer knows of former suggestions to 
construct a month for our seven-day week, and 
his aim in this paper is to show that the pre 
historic week of seven days is a child of the 
prehistoric month of 28 days. Se all we have to 
do now is to produce a consistent, standard, civil 
calendar that would bring all parts of the world 
to uniformity, produce the least possible incon 
venience while making the change, and push for 
ward probable future reform for thousands of 


years,” 





The Passing or Clearance of the Hands. 


HE causes of watches stopping are mui 
tifarious, says A. Boudrain La France 
Horlogére. To discover them quickly the 
watchmaker has need of a mind and eye 
properly educated. It is experience that 
brings this education. 

The watchmaker who has not been judi 
ciously taught during his apprenticeship is 
compelled to acquire, by force of personal 
observation and often with much effort, 
this experience which gives him a quick 
mind and a piercing glance of the cye 

There are frequent and common causes 
of stopping; they are those which proceed 
from the motion work and the hands. It 
is at once remarkable and surprising to find 
how many young workers, even those who 
have been duly warned, neglect to give the 
requisite attention to the examination of 
the proper clearance or passing of the 
hands; so that we may often see a watch 
that they have repaired stopping because 
the large hand rubs on the glass, or even 
hooks into the hour hand, or the seconds 
hand, or because the latter touches the dial 

Certain'y,ewith the cheap goods of our 
times, it is sometimes difficult to avoid 
these defects without re-setting the center 
wheel, limiting its play as well as that of 
the fourth wheel, replacing the cannon 
pinicn or the hour wheel, operations not in 
accordance with the pay for an ordinary re 
pair or the value of the watch. 

3ut it is just because it is often difficult 
to obtain surety of clearance: that the 
watchmaker should be more minutely atten 
tive. In principle, the hands should be 
para:lel to the dial, hence parallel to one an 
other, the extremity of the large hand being 
slightly bent down to point to the minutes; 
but in ordinary practice, that is to say, when 
we are dealing with a common timepiece, 
there is not very much space between dial 
and glass, and it is necessary to break the 
parallelism in order to remove the extrem 
ity of the large hand from the dial. It is 
at this time that we risk giving rise to this 
cause of stopping, the large hand touching 
the glass. ‘ 

And if these defects are encountered in 
watches of the ordinary depth they are even 
more evident in hunting watches and in the 
flat watches. This explains why repairers 
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“NEW ENGLANDS”

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demand the suppression of the seconds 
hand in flat watches of ordinary quality. 
The corrections shou!d be treated the more 
carefully where the space is more con- 
tracted. 

In principle, the large hand and the sec- 
onds hand should be located as far as pos- 
sible from one another; half way between 
the small hand should pass, following a 
plane paraltel to the dial. Then the center 
staff, the cannon pinion and the hour wheel 
should turn perfectly true, and the latter 
should have, like the center wheel, only 
such play as is strictly necessary. 

Where the large hand touches, at one 
side against the glass and at the other 
against the dial, we can hardly avoid, even 
in thick watches, the re-setting of the center 
wheel. ; 

Finally, the hands are sometimes too 
thick. Quite a little space is often obtained 
by filing them to reduce their thickness. 

In any event we should be certain that 
the large hand cannot touch the glass, that 
the seconds hand does not touch the dial, 
and that the small hand touches neither the 
large hand nor the seconds hand. 





Management of the Watch Repair Department. 





(Address delivered by Mr. Parsons before a re- 
cent meeting in Washington, D. C., of the Re- 
tail Jewelers’ Association of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.) 


(Continued from issue of Nov. 23.) 

| N the higher grades of watches $5 to $10 

is not too much, for a watch of highest 
grade is expected to be restored to its first 
perfection of adjustment, and you may be 
as careful as you please but you will de- 
stroy these adjustments. That, of course, 
would cut no figure in a dollar watch, but 
I am speaking now of watches that people 
carry for good time, close time, and these 
are the watches that make or injure your 
reputation. As a matter of fact, all watches 
make or unmake your reputation. If you 
repair a watch and the work is not satis- 
factory to your customer he will give you 
a bad name. ‘Therein lies the importance 
of the repair department. It is in the mak- 
ing of friends and the protection of your 
trade by pleasing them with repairs that 
you wi:! obtain success. 

I believe that the watch repair department 
should be made and be classed as a most 
important feature of the jewelry business. 
Some years ago I was called into confer- 
ence with the manager cf one of the larger 
houses whose watch department was con- 
stantly losing money for them, and I was 
later placed in charge of that department. 
After weeding out those men who thought 
that the proper repair of various parts was 
unnecessary, I obtained permission to pace 
several benches in a window little used for 
other purposes of display and started some 
men working there. The public had an op- 
portunity of seeing them, and it caused 
many a passer-by to step into the store and 
have work done. Every bit of work that 
left the store was carefully inspected and 
every effort made to give the customer sat- 
isfaction. In a short time the department 
was on a paying basis, and the profits have 
continued to increase yearly. I do not 
bring this matter to your attertion in the 
hope of receiving commendation, but to 
show you one method of making an unde- 
sirable proposition a paying one. 


THE HOROLOGICAL REVIEW 


The protection obtained from the use of 
checks and a watch record book is not al- 
ways Satisfactory. Sometimes a customer 
does not want a check, and in the end we 
do not know to whom we have given them 
and to whom we have not. I would call 
your attention to a sample card check which 
I have made up. 

The first section of this card should go 
with the watch as a tag; the second section 
is to be given to the customer if desired. 
It merely bears the number of the job, the 
date received and the date promised. It 
shows no name, so that if the customer 
should lose it the watch cannot be claimed 
by anyone else. The third section corre- 
sponds to the record usually kept in the 
repair book. I would suggest in the adop- 
tion of this system the initial letter-of the 
customer’s surname be p'aced after the 
number. If the customer does not want 
the check it is left on the body of the card 
and you know when he calls for his watch 
that he did not receive the check, but if he 
has it is up to you to get it back. 

Should he come in before the watch is 
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some old “ghost” story to the effect he 
came to that store because he knew that he 
would be better treated there than at the 
store up the street and that he heard of the 
ability of the employes of this place, etc. 
That is all hot air. Your neighbor is try- 
ing to make a ‘iving, and even thougl you 
may not have a good opinion of him do not 
let your poor opinion out. No matter how 
you put it, it reacts on you. All the price 
cutting we are suffering from arises from 
practically that very thing. 

The public has gotten to know they can 
use us one against the other. They seem 
to know that if they tell us that Smith, up 
the street, has quoted them a price of $2 
we will go below that, and when he really 
does go to Smith he tel!s them the price 
we quoted, and Smith, not knowing the 
difference, goes even below the price we 
gave. Should this condition be allowed te 
continue .we would be doing ‘work for 
nothing. The most successful men are 
those who mind their own business, paying 
no attention to what the other fellow is 
doing. We have enough to do to run our

finished you look on the check and you see 
that you have not promised to complete the 
work at such an early date. You show it 
to him and that lets you out. Then again, 
he may not want to pay for all the work 
that is necessary. Under the title ‘“Re- 
pairs” you put down what work he will pay 
for and under the title “Remarks” you put 
down what further work is necessary, and 
then if he comes to you several months 
hence and c‘aims the watch is not satisfac- 
tory you have simply to tell him that at 
the time he left his watch you pointed out 
to him that additional repairs were neces- 
sary, but that he did not care to have them 
attended to at that time, and you, having 
recorded it on the card, will possibly save 
for yourself a customer, because by proper 
explanation you can show him that you 
were at all times interested in giving him 
satisfaction. If you do a credit business 
you can charge up the work direct from 
the cards, 

Another mistake made very general!y in 
watch repairing is “knocking.” It is a mis- 
take to criticise your competitor’s work. It 
is not necessary to do so. If you do it the 
customer you are dealing with is liable to 
doubt you, and in any event it cannot do 
you any good and you cannot afford fo do it. 
It is belittling to you. We often hear a 
watchmaker say, “He never does any better 
than that,” when the customer tells him 


business and run it successfully, and under 
these conditions we should not care what 
the other man is doing. If he does busi- 
ness at a loss we need not care. Pease the 
customer; make him understand why we 
charge more. 

The man who does the work at a low 
price cannot do the work well or does so 
at a loss. The watch repair department is 
just what we make it. If it does not pay 
it is up to us. It should pay. The larger 
ones are paying propositions. I recall one 
large establishment where they are not sat- 
isfied unless they make 33% per cent. on 
their repair business above all charges. 
They do not average that much on most of 
their merchandise, so there is a case where 
a watch department is more profitab‘e than 
the other departments and is used to build 
up the other departments also. 

In concluding I wish simply to say that 
I trust I have clearly set forth some rea- 
scns why no watch should be accepted for 
repairs prior to its receiving a thorougli 
examination. I do not think what I have 
said is at all new to you, but trust that my 
remarks may cause some discussion among 
ourselves of these evils of criticizing our 
neighbor’s work and of cutting prices, 
which follows such a course naturally, and 
he'p us to appreciate ourselves. Let us ele- 
vate rather than degrade our calling.

the awning looks shabby it detracts 

from the appearance of your store front, 
no matter how handsome the windows may 
be. Keep it looking as well as you can as 
long as you can. It will pay in making 
your store more attractive on the outside 
and it will pay in saving your awning 
bills. Inside of the store the kind of 
equipment and the treatment of it make 
a great difference in the length of time the 
furniture lasts and in the way it pro- 
tects goods from injury. 

Lack of equipment in the way of. suit- 
able show cases to protect stock from the 
dirt and too much handling means a steady 
and appreciable loss in depreciation of 
value. There is no imagination about this. 
There are some goods which sell so much 
better when kept out where people can 
pick them*up and examine them at will 
that keeping them in cases is out of ques- 
tion, though such goods are usually put 
up in such form that damage from ex- 
posure is reduced to a minimum. There 
are other goods that must be covered up 
and these goods must be covered in such 
a way that they will still be as open as 
possible to inspection. 

Goods that do contribute a decided loss 
when exposed will sell so much more slow- 
ly if they cannot be properly displayed 
under cover that they will drop back sev- 
eral laps in salability. The point that re- 
quires attention is the necessity for de- 
termining where protection becomes too ef- 
ficient and begins to reduce self-selling 
power unnecessarily. 

Nowadays there are special display fix- 
tures for all lines of goods that you carry. 
Show cases are made to fit the goods so 
that they will show up each feature to the 
best advantage. The cases are also ar- 
ranged to combine with this display prop- 
erty the greatest amount of automatic care 
of the stock in them. 

The lack of proper fixtures produces var- 
ious kinds of expenses and losses. It 
causes depreciation of stock. It causes loss 
of time in the extra amount of care needed 
to keep the stock in good condition. It 
makes stock-taking harder and increases 
the chances of ordering the goods already 
in stock. And very important; it makes 
the goods sell more slowly. If you have 
any extra money that you are willing to 
put into your business, you cannot invest it 
in any way to make it produce better divi- 
dends than it will. bring if spent for new 
special fixtures. : 

I advise you to look through the adver- 
tising pages of this journal carefully and 
note and answer with an inquiry any ad- 
vertisement regarding special display fix- 
tures that you do not already have in the 
store. 

The idea that high-class store fixtures 
are an expense is all wrong. It is an ex-

pense to try to get along without them. 
For instance, a man considers the instal- 
lation of a cash-carrying system. It looks 
to him like an unnecessary charge to have 
to pay money for a machine to carry money 
and packages back and forth when he has 
plenty of help to do it. If that man thinks 
that without the cash and package carrier 
he is getting his carrying done for nothing, 
he is sadly mistaken. The carrying must 
be done by his employes and if he thinks 
that it is cheaper to do simple manual la- 
bor of that sort by hand than to do it by 
machinery, he is calling one of the funda- 
mental principles of labor a lie. 

Another point of great value in favor of 
fixtures is the reduction in the time needed 
for all sorts of store service, thus the fix- 
tures making it possible to serve custo- 
mers with greater facility, speed and ac- 
curacy. This means inevitably more custo- 
mers and better suited customers, also less 
clerks. One of the ways in which man) 
factories are making money, a way in which 
many plants make all their net profit, is 
through the sale of by-products. You 
think there are no by-products in a store 
Wrong again! 

A penny saved is a penny earned, and a 
penny lost through thoughtlessness or ig- 
norance of the way to save it is as much a 
leak as the payment of a cent a pound 
more for wrapping twine than is necessary. 

If you buy any goods at all, some of 
them come in barrels, crates, cases, or glass 
containers that have a value when empty. 
It may be that such containers as you get 
are never called for at your store but that 
is no reason why you cannot sell them. 
Take the lids off from boxes carefully 
without splitting them. Open barrels with- 
out tearing them all to pieces. 

Plenty of people are able and willing to 
pay a little money for good, clean kindling 
wood. Other people want occasional pack- 
ing cases or barrels for various uses. Corks 
can be re-used and second-hand bottles ex- 
cept in ‘a few cases can be refilled, or sold 
to junk dealers, liquor dealers, etc. <A 
junk dealer will buy anything from an 
old tin basin to a building that needs to be 
torn down. All kinds of old metal have 
a value. 

If you throw out much waste paper, bet- 
ter get a press and bale it up and sell it 
to a paper plant for 50c. per 100 pounds. 
If you can’t make it pay to bale it your- 
self, find someone who can and does bale 
it, a printing house for instance and sell to 
them at half the figure. It is all velvet 
that you get for such stuff. Paper that is 
sold in that way need not be sorted. All 
stock that has printer’s ink on it goes into 
the making of strawboard or something of 
that’ kind anyway. Paper in compressed 
bales or in crates (not in boxes) can be 
shipped at a very low rate by freight, about 
l5c. per cwt., usually, and in carload lots 
much cheaper.

In the evolution of ecclesiastical art it 
is ever the common practice (as in the 
profane) to borrow from existing emblems. 
Hence the early Christian fathers adopted 
the Grecian symbols for the personification 
of their saints and the eagle of Jupiter be- 
came the emblem of John the Evangelist. 
The winged ox of Theban derivation be- 
came St. Luke’s emblem, and the lion of 
Assyrian worship came to represent St. 
Mark. Melpomene, with her attributes, in 
intaglios was by these Christian medieval 
scholars used as Salome with the Bap- 
tist’s head. 

The quaterfoil represents in ecclesiastical 
art the four evangelists. One circle sur- 
rounded by four others represents Christ 
and the evangelists.

FAIENCE (Fr.). Marryat says: “Faience, 
fayence, or fayance, is the old French 
term under which were comprised all de- 
scriptions of glazed earthenware, even in- 
ciusive of porcelain, and to a certain ex- 
tent, continues so, corresponding in its 
general use to the English word crockery. 
The name is commonly supposed to be 
derived from Faienza; but it may well 
be doubted whether upon any authority 
much to be relied upon, since neither his- 
torians nor topographers seem to have con- 
sidered the matter worthy of their atten- 
tion or examination. It might be useful 
to trace the origin of a name so frequently 
given by the Romans to their settlements. 
Besides Faenza there was a district in 
their colony of Barcinum (now Barcelona) 
and another in Andalusia, which is sup- 
posed to have been situated somewhere 
between Alcala, Real, and Antequera. The 
old word Fayence, from the Latin ‘fagus,’ 
a beech tree, has become almost obsolete 
in France. In Geneva, however, to the 
present day, beechwood is still sold in the 
timber markets as ‘de la fayence.’” 

The term faience is very generally of 
late days used to describe all earthenware 
of a soft porous body covered with thick 
opaque glaze and decorated in_ colors. 

Therefore majolica becomes one of the 
styles of faience, as does also Delft. 
More specifically with connoisseurs, faience 
is restricted to art earthenware only, not 
including crockery.

FAMILLES (cer.). It is naturally the 
ambition of some connoisseurs to simplify 
the intricate subject of Chinese ceramics. 
Apparently the best aid would be derived 
by having a clear nomenclature of the 
different styles. Jacquemart hoped to as- 
sist in this direction by dividing the dif- 
ferent styles of decoration into what he 
called “families.” He originated the famil- 
les verte, rose, etc. The terms are still 
much used. 3rongniart, Grandidier and 
others have tried other systems of differ- 
entiation. While much assistance has been 
already derived, much still;has to be done 
before the great confusion can be reduced 
to a clear system of classification. 

FAMILLE Rose (cer.). In Chinese ware 
this group derives its title from the rose 
tint in its decoration. The shades vary 
from rose to purple, the ruby hue being 
very highly prized. The painting is in 
enamel over the glaze. Motifs mostly 
mandarin figures. The famille rose com- 
prises groups under the heads: Rose 
verte, rose peony, whole-colur rose, ete. 
The earliest famille rose dates 1723. 

FAMILLE VeERTE. “In the Chinese famille 
verte class, the figures are painted in en- 
amel on the white ground of the porcelain 
The painting is over the.glaze and then 
burnt at lower temperature. The name is 
derived from the fact that the decoration 
is chiefly in green (verte) enamel.”— 
Jaquemart. It is known as the great his- 
torical class, being decorated with pictures 
of emperors, statesmen, scholars, warriors. 
Also scenes of famous plays and romances 
of Chinese literature, all in very brilliant 
colors. It is claimed that the finest have 
green enamel painting over the glaze and 
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b:ue decoration under the glaze. The first 
famille verte dates 1661.

Question No. 2701—To Matt Gilded 
Articles.—How can matting or deaden.ng 
of gilded articles be done in connection 
with fire gi.ding? M. D. 

ANSWER:—A German exchange gives the 
following formula for deadening of gilded 
articles: For this process a specially con- 
structed pan, called a “matting pan,” is 
used. It is made of iron or earthen ware, 
stands upon a tripod, and is surrounded by 
glowing coals. Inside of this, as in a 
heating bath, is a second pan, of cast iron, 
embedded in sand or in a mixture of clay 
and hammer slag. The articies to be 
matted are fastened with iron wire to an 
iron rod, which has a handle. Before mat- 
ting, they are held over the coals until they 
have become hot and the gilding shows 
brilliantly. They should be so hot that the 
matting powder, applied to the article, will 
give forth a hissing sound, foam up a little 
and harden again. It is extremely impoft- 
ant that the articles should have exactly 
the right temperature. If they are not hot 
enough, there will be no evolution of 
chlorine, and the matting powder will not 
have the desired effect; if too hot, the gild- 
ing is liable to scale off. The powder 
should be applied as evenly as possible, and 
the articles then laid into the pan, which 
must be hot enough to melt the powder, 
which will be indicated by brown fumes. 
As soon as these are observed, more pow- 
der is put on and allowed to melt, and this 
operation repeated several times. The melt- 
ing of the powder is also shown by the 
shining through of the gilded surface. In 
matting curved surfaces, the workman must 
distribute the powder evenly by turning the 
rod to which the articles are fastened. If 
any one place receives too much the whole 
gilding will be eaten away. When suffi- 
ciently matted, the articles are dipped in 
water while hot, the coating of powder is 
dissolved, and they are washed with water 
again and brushed with a soft brush. Any 
spot which is to be lustrous is manipulated 
with bloodstone burnishers. 


Question No, 27(2.—To Fasten Brass to 
Glaes.—How can I make a cement suitable 
for fastening brass letters to glass? B.G. 

ANSWER:—For cementing brass letters 
to glass windows, take 16 parts of copal 
varnish, 5 parts of drying oil, 3 parts of 
turpentine, 3 parts oil of turpentine, 5 
parts liquid glue, and 10 parts of stucco. 

Question No. 2703—Cold Enameling 
of Jewelry.—/ am often called on to re- 





pair chipped or cracked enamel on jewelry. 

How can this be done? CC. &. 
ANSWER:—To repair enamel it is best to 

use the cold process, which has been de- 





scribed by George Nico‘aus in Die Deutsche 
Goldschmiede Zeitung as follows: The ap- 
plying and restoring of genuine enamel is, 
of course, the worx of a specialist, against 
whom the jeweler, who is not well pre- 
pared for this work, cannot compete. In 
many cases, however, the jeweler is called 
upon to repair damaged enamel, and in 
such case one must make use of cold enam- 
eling. This can be prepared by taking z 
parts mastic with | part of finest pulver- 
ized coler, by mixing them while warm 
in a tin dish, over an alcohol lamp, into 
a liquid, thoroughly mixed. To this can 
be added 2 drops of sweet oil; more than 
this would make the enamel too soft. This 
preparation will produce an enamel with a 
gloss resembling the genuine article. The 
colors may be ultramarine, verdegris, ochre, 
umber, zinc white, as well as the metal 
colors, and the various mixtures to secure 
different tints. For black enamel, bone 
black or lampblack can be used. Gold and 
silver is produced by covering the places 
to be filled with enamel with copal var- 
nish or lacquer. Let this dry until it is 
of a sticky consistency, then sprinkle on 
gold or silver bronze powder and leave to 
dry thoroughly. Afterwards the surplus 
powder can be blown away. The applica- 
tion of the cold enamel is done by wearing 
it thin. The enamel is made fluid and let 
run on where wanted. Let cool and scrape 
off the surplus, or fill in where needed, and 
a dim looking enamel is the result. This is 
given a gloss by warming over an alcohol 
lamp or by laying on a warm plate until 
the enamel melts, which gives the glass or 
finished appearance. Often there are en- 
gravings, etchings, or pressed-in designs 
to be filled in with black. For this purpose 
mix lampblack with a little turpentine and 
copal lacquer, trace in the drawings and 
let dry, removing the surplus black with a 
cloth moistened with turpentine. If the 
desired black is to be a dull gray, then mix 
lampblack with graphite. If the filling is 
to be for large brass or copper engraved 
signs, or something similar, with large en- 
gravings to be filled, then use pitch, which 
may be polished afterwards with the aid 
of pumice. A brass sign, which has been 
polished over its entire surface, after fill- 
ing the letters with pitch or wax will have 
a matted appearance.

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Hardness of Silver and Copper Alloys. 


N Zeitscrift anorg. Chemic, 68,1910, 
pages 123-140, three investigators give 
the results of their experiments on the 
properties of thé alloys of silver and cop- 
per, and among them the hardness, as 
found by the Brinell method. The results 
»btained were as follows: 


Silver. Copper. Hardness. 
Per cent, Per cent, 
100 ate 24.8 
95 5 46.0 
94 6 49.6 
90 10 50.0 
80 20 51.0 
100 40.0 


These figures are interesting, as_ they 
show that copper is much harder than sil- 
ver. They also indicate that increasing the 
amount of copper ina silver and copper 
alloy does not appreciably increase the 
hardness. It would seem, therefore, that 
the belief is erroneous that the increase or 
decrease in the amount of copper in ster- 
ling silver has influence upon its hardness. 
It has been supposed that unless the full 
75 parts of copper per thousand are pres- 
ent in sterling silver it is too soft for flat 
ware, and particularly forks, but these re- 
sults show that a sterling silver of 930 
fineness will undoubtedly give equally as 
good service as one of the full 925 fine- 
ness.—The Brass Worid. 





Some “‘Don’ts’’ in the Use of Lacquer. 





LACQUER salesman, who has appa- 

rently found many odd conditions in 
his travels, sends us the following list of 
“Dont’s” as applied to the use of lacquer. 
As they are right to the point they may 
serve to soothe the troubles of lacquer 
users. 

Don’t put your lacquer in a galvanized 
iron tank. 

Don't give your work 200° F, in drying 
if 150° F. is all it requires. 

Don’t give your work 110° F. if 200° is 
what it needs. 

Don’t use a dip lacquer as a brush lac- 
quer and expect to obtain the same results. 

Don’t use a cheap lacquer on high-grade 
work. 

Don't use any but the regular thinner 
meade for the lacquer used. 

Don’t neglect to remove immediately 
from your lacquer any pieces of metal that 
have accidentally dropped in. 

Don’t forget to clean your lacquer tank 
as often as convenient. 

Don’t dip your work if you can obtain 
better results by spraying. 

Don’t hold your spray too far away 
from your work, 

Don’t thin your lacquer too much or 
leave it too thick when a thin lacquer is 
required, 

Don’t apply your lacquer until you are 
confident that your work is absolutely 
clean. 

Don’t forget that using a special lacquer 
for a special finish gives the best and 
cheapest results. 

Don’t fail to realize that it is the lacquer 
that protects your finishes—The Brass 
World.
